SPEAKS AT EL PASO 


We Know No Imperialism in the 
United States, He Says. 


NEVER WAS SUCH UNITY HERE 


Regard for Mexican Republic—On One 
Side the Border 35 Soldiers, on 
the Other 150 Troops. 


EL PASO, Texas, May 6.—American and 
Mexican flags were intertwined in the 
decorations of the plaza where the official 
greeting of President McKinley and his 
Cabinet took place this morning. The 
presence on the stand of Gen. Hernandez, 
personal representative of President Diaz, 
und the Governor of the State of Chihau- 
hua, gave an international significance to 
the event. There were thousands of Mex- 
icans in the vast concourse of people to 
whom the President spoke, and their en- 
thusiasm was almost as wild as that of 
the Americans. 

Gen, Hernandez addresed 
on behalf of his President, 
latter’s congratulations, and President Mc- 
Kinley, in his response, paid a high tribute 
to the President of the Mexican Republic 
and charged his emissary to convey to 
President Diaz his warm regard and per- 
sonal esteem, with his best wishes for the 
continued prosperity of the sister republic. 


THE PRESIDENT’S SPEECH. 


The President's speech was very 
and was especially notable on account of 
his injunction to the people not to be 
alarmed about ‘“‘imperialism.’’ There was, 
he said, no imperialism except the imperial 
power of the sovereign people of the United 
States. He spoke as follows: 

“Mr. Mayor, Gen. Hernandez, Gov. Ahu- 
mada, and my fellow-citizens: 

‘*For the hospitality of the people of El 
Paso, which has been as delicate and con- 
siderate it has been sumptuous, I beg 
to return my most sincere thanks. I am 
giad to be in this cosmopolitan city.

“T am glad to know that this city be- 
lieves in expansion, that it has been doing 
a great deal of it itself in the last four 
vears, [laughter and applause,} that it has 
more than doubled its population in the last 
half of the present decade, and given prom- 
ise of still greater advancement and pros- 
perity in the decade now at hand. [Ap- 
plause. You have here, my fellow-citi- 
zens, the true National spirlt, the spirit 
of enterprise, of development, of progress, 
of building the structure of liberty and 
free government on the broad and deep 
foundations .gf intelligence, virtue, moral- 
ity, and religion. 


COMPLIMENTS PRESIDENT DIAZ,

public, and I want in this connection to ex- 
press my great satisfaction with the cor- 
dial salutations tendered to me by that 
great and distinguished President of our 


sister republic, President Diaz. [Enthusi-

I can look 
over there, [laughter,] but there is some- 
thing in the traditions of this Republic, 
something in its precedents that does not 
pecan the President to go outside the 

‘nited States during his term of office.

NO DANGER OF IMPERIALISM. 


* But it is not in the art of war that we 
take our greatest pride. 
like people. We are not a military people. 
We never go to war unless we have 
make peace. [Applause.] Our pride is in 
the arts of peace, in material and intel- 
lectual development in the growth of our 
country, in the advancement of our people 


in civilization, in the arts, in the sciences, 
and in manufactures. This is the great 
ride of the American people. [Applause.] 
ere we are on the border line between the 
United States and another great republic, 
and on this side of the line we have thirty- 
five American soldiers and on that side 
of the line there are less than 150 Mexican 
soldiers. So that we are dwelling in peace 
and amity, causing peace on earth and good 
will to men.’”

TAKES A LOOK INTO MEXICO. 


The Governor of Chihuahua also warmly 
welcomed the President to the border. 
Members of the Cabinet also spoke. At the 
conclusion of the addresses the party, in- 
cluding the Mexican officials, went for a 
drive. The President expressed a desire to 
take a look over into Mexico, and was driv- 
en down to the international bridge. There, 
at the office of the American customs of- 
fice, he alighted and chatted for some time 
with those around him. The old church of 
Guadaloupe, more than 300 years old; the 
Spanish prison, and other interesting build- 
ings in Juarez were pointed out to him. 

From the bridge he could plainly see the 
Sierra Madre Mountains, sixty miles to the 
southward. President Harrison in_ 1891 
went half way across the bridge, but Pres- 
ident McKinley to-day did not so much as 
set foot upon the structure. On the way 
back to the city the party stopped at the 
Mexican Consulate and cheered the offi- 
cials. 

The exercises in the Plaza were preceded 
by a military parade. The ladies of the 
Cabinet crossed the Rio Grande to Juarez, 
where they were tendered a breakfast by 
Juan Ochoa, a prominent Mexican banker. 
Mrs. McKinley did not attend the break- 
fast, but enjoyed a short drive during the 
morning.

WELCOMED TO NEW MEXICO. 


The President Talks of Statehood, 
and Jacksonvile and Galves- 
ton Disasters. 


DEMING, N. M, May 6.—Shortly after 
leaving El Paso the train crossed the line 
into New Mexico, and ran through the 
grazing section of the territory. It was a 
hot and dusty ride. The first stop in the 
Territory was made at Deming, where the 
President was welcomed by Gov. Otero and 
his staff. There was a big crowd and a 
band at the station, and the President was 
given a warm greeting. 

W. M. Berger, President of the New Mex- 
ico Press Association, had met the party 
at El Paso and accompanied the train 
across the Territory. The address of wel- 
come at Deming was largely devotea to 
New Mexico’s claim for Statehood. A 
broad banner above the train read: 

‘““New Mexico Demands Statehood.”’ 

THE PRESIDENT'’S SPEECH. 

In reply the President spoke as follows: 

‘It gives me very great pleasure to meet 
the people of this territory, who have 
thronged hither to give greeting to the 
President of the United States. I rejoice at 
the progress you are making, the prosper- 
ity you are enjoying, the happiness and 
contentment I see in your faces, and the 
evidences of progress everywhere discerni- 
ble. You gave part of your Territory to 
Colorado, which is now one of the States 
of the Union. You gave of your territory 
to make the Territory of Arizona, and you 
still have more territory twice over than 
the nited Kingdom of Great Britain. 
|Applause.] What you want here is more 
rain [applause] and more people. [Applause 
and laughter.]

POWER FROM NIAGARA. 


Niagara Falls Power Company’s 


Plans for Utilizing Horseshoe Falls. 
Special to The New York Times. 


NIAGARA FALLS, N, Y., May 6.—It is. 
officially announced by the Niagara Falls 
Power Company that it will at once proceed 
with the development of the power of the 
Horseshoe Falls under the charter of the 


Canadian Power Company, which it con- 
trols. The contract has been let to A. C. 
Douglass. 

The present plan of the company is to de- 
velop 35,000 horse power. One-third of this 
will be used to operate an industrial estab- 
lishment outside Victoria Park on the Ca- 
nadian side. Another third is to be trans- 
mitted to Toronto, and the remaining third 
is to be held in reserve for the use of the 
Niagara Falls Power Company on the 
American side of the river. he two power 
housgs of the ey in this city and the 
new power house on the Canadian side will 
be connected by cables, so that an interna- 
tional exchange of electric energy may be 
made to assure constant service in this city, 
Buffalo, Toronto, and elsewhere. 

The plan for development calls for the 
construction of an inlet canal from Cedar 
Island to the power house site, where the 
wheel pit will be sunk, a tunnel carrying 
the water to the lower river below the 
Horseshoe Falls. This pit and tunnel will 
have a capacity of 100,000 horse power. The 
Niagara Falls Power Company will finance 
the undertaking.

DISCIPLINE IS DERIED 
IN BELLEVUE HOSPITAL 


Arrest of Intoxicated and Disor- 
derly Ward Attendants. 


Men and Women Fight, While There Is 
None to Bear Away a Dead 
Patient’s Body. 


Several of the wards and dormitories and 
the grounds of Bellevue Hospital were the 
scenes of disturbances last night between 
employes of that institution, which resulted 
in a number of arrests and disclosed a lack 
of discipline among the participants. Yes- 
teraay was payday at Bellevue. It is not 
aul unusual thing, it is said, for some of the 
en\ployes of the hospital to get intoxicated 
whea.they receive their pay,/and quarrels 
between employes thus affected are not 
uncommon, but not in months has there 
been anything like the continuous perform- 
ance that they gave last night. 

A telephone message received at the 
Morgue about 9% o'clock announced the 
death in the hospital of Jacob Koller. James 
Sullivan, twenty-two years old, six feet tall 
gnd very strong, and John Flynn, the regu- 
lar stretcher bearers, were ordered to carry 
Koller’s body to the Morgue. 

Both men were intoxicated, it is declared. 
Between the Pavilion for the Insane and 
the main building of the hospital the men 
had a dispute. Sullivan declared he would 
not carry the “ heavy end.” When they 
finally received the body Flynn swore he 
would not carry it either. 

The men dropped their stretcher and 
fought desperately. Sullivan knocked Flynn 
down four times in succession, and_ the 
smaller man lost five front teeth. Flynn 
fled to the prison ward shouting for help, 
and Policeman Powers ran to see what 
Was wrong, The two men fought a second 
time in the prison ward, and it required 
all the strength of Policeman Powers _and 
Orderly Armstrong to separate them. Both 
men were removed to the East Thirty-fifth 
Street Station. Sullivan was locked up on 
Flynn's complaint on a charge of assault. 
Fiynn was suffering from the beating he 
had received, and was not held. 

There was nobody left at the Morgue to 
go after the body of the dead patient, and 
the hospital authorities sent over to the 
City Lodging House for two men to re- 
move it. Stat 

Night Captain McHale about 9:45 o'clock 
heard a tumult in the woman's dormitory 
near the First Avenue and Twenty-seventh 
Street corner of the hospital. Women were 
shrieking and calling for help, and he 
thought there must be a fire. “he dormi- 
tory did not contain any patients. It is 
used as a sleeping room by the women 
ward helpers. Capt. McHale found two of 
the latter fighting with desperation. Aided 
by some of the sober helpers he managed 
to separate the combatants. 

“Throw them out into the street,’’ he or- 
dered. It was done, and the women re- 
sumed their fight, attracting a hundred or 
more women. They fought until they fell 
from exhaustion, and friends hurried them 
away when someone shouted that the police 
were coming. 

This excitement had hardly subsided when 
a woman about thirty-eight years old and 
intoxicated fled across the main ground. i 

“Hurrah for Superintendent Rickard, 
she shouted, as she tock her stand in front 
of the Superintendent's, office. “ There a 
nothin’ the matter. (detleyne.” | Pn 
she began an exhibition of high kicking. 
Policeman Ferguson arrested the woman 
and took her to the East Thirty-fifth Street 
Station. She was locked up on the charge 
‘drunk and disorderly.’’ She said she was 
‘“ Lillian Russell, an actress,’’ and was so 
entered by the Sergeant upon the blotter. 
She, like Sullivan, the_ stretcher carrier, 
gave her address as ‘‘ Bellevue Hospital. 

Another woman was taken from a sec- 
ond dormitory and locked up in the East 
Thirty-fifth Street Station as ‘“ unknown, 
drunk, and disorderly.’’ She was too much 
intoxicated to give her name. 

“T know that this state of affairs is 
scandalous,” said Superintendent Rickard, 
‘It happens every month, but never did 
they break out as they did to-night. What 
ean be done with such people? They get 
hardly any pay, and the city cannot expect 
to get better nop for $12.50 a month. 
These people get their money at 7 o'clock. 
We cannot lock them up in the hospital. 
They would climb a fifty-foot wall to get 
out to spend their money. Then they come 
back intoxicated, 

“A little while ago the man at the gate 
brought in a drunken ward helper, a wo- 
man, to my office. He has orders:to bring 
them right to me, and I send them either 
to the prison or alcoholic wards to sober 
up. This woman flew at me like a tigress 
and caught my finger in her teeth. See, I 
have it bandaged.’’ 

The Superintendent displayed a bandaged 
hand, the lint stained with blood from his 
lacerated finger. He continued: 

“J will make out a report to-night to 
Superintendent Stewart. Something must 
be done. We cannot put up with these 
drunken people any longer.” 

Later in the night a woman employed in 
one of the wards was arrested at Thirty- 
fourth Street and Third Avenue for intoxi- 
cation. She said she was Margaret Han- 
nan, thirty-four years old. She was locked 
up with the others from the hospital. 


GREEK PLAY AT HARVARD.

Scenes from the “ Birds” 
tophanes Presented.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., May 6.~The Clas- 
sical Club of Harvard produced a Greek 
play to-night for the first time since the 
famous production of the ‘‘ Oedipus Tyran- 
nus”’ in 1881. The play to-night consisted 
of scenes from the “ Birds” of Aristoph- 
anes, a Greek comedy. The music for the 
lyric and choral passages was written by 
Prof. J. ik. Paine of the department of 
music. The staging and costuming were 
under the supervision of the Greek de- 
partment, especially Prof. I. C. Wright and 
Messrs. Gulick and Harrts. 

The classical costumes, over which great 
pains had been taken to obtain as nearly 
as possible an accurate reproduction of the 
Athenian attire of 2,400 years ago, made a 
very striking stage picture. The music 
was to some extent modern and operatic 
in character. 

The play went off very smoothly, and 
was highly entertaining even to those who 
did not understand a word that was spoken, 
and there were many such in the fash- 
lonable audience. 


ANTI-TRUST SHOVEL PLANT. 


Indiana Plant Able to Make 200 
Dozen a Day Begins Work.

RICHMOND, Ind., May 6.—The Richmond 
Shovel and Tool Company, which has had 
a plant under construction here for some 
weeks past, to-day began business, filing 
articles of incorporation with $100,000 of 
paid-up capital. The plant is equipped to 
manufacture shovels complete, and is able 
to work independently, it is said, of two 
trusts, one of which controls thé manu- 
facture of handles and the other of shov- 
els. A little later the local concern will 
add a steel mill for the making of steel 
shovel plates, which will still further in- 
crease its independence. 

This is the largest anti-trust plant of the 


kind in the United States. The capacity is 
200 dozen shovels a day, and the output for 
a specified time is already disposed of; 
12,000 dozen handles were made before the 
formal announcement of the plant’s opera- 
tions was made. It is the intention of the 
capitalists backing this concern to keep it 
independent and to compete with trust 
goods in the open market. »H. A. Urban, 
one of the most experienced shovel men in 
the country, ts in charge.

Rumor that He Shot Doctor Who Unin- 
tentionally Hurt Him, Supposing an 


Attempt on His Life. 

LONDON, May 7.—The Constantinople 
correspondent of The Daily Express says:

HANDSOME HOME BURNED. 
When Mrs. Lyman Returned from a 
Drive, She Found Her House in 
Flames—Fire Started in Laundry. 
The handsomely furnished home of Mrs. 
T. C. Lyman and her three daughters at 
24 East Seventy-sixth Street, between Fifth 
and Madison Avenues, was gutted by fire 
late yesterday afternoon. The blaze and 
incidents connected with it were quite 
Spectacular, and there was abundant ex- 
citement in the neighborhood for a time. 
The building, which is a four-story brown- 
stone-front structure, is owned by Mrs. Ly- 
man’s son, Robert M. Lyman, Manager of 
the T. C. Lyman & Co. brewery, on West 

Thirty-eighth Street. 

The fire started in the laundry, situated 
near a staircase in the basement. Three 
servant girls were in the room at the time. 
It was said last night that the carelessness 
of one of them in throwing a lighted match 
aside started the blaze. As soon as the 
fire started, Mary Hardigan, one of the 
Servant girls, rushed to the Madison Ave- 
nue corner and turned in an alarm. When 
the firemen reached the place they saw that 
flames were eating their way toward the 
top of the interior of the building, and a 
second alarm was sounded. 

Mrs. Lyman and her daughters were out 
driving when the fire started, and the 
blaze burned so furiously that the passage- 
way to the first floor was cut off from 
those in the basement. When the firemen 
arrived they found that the only way to get 
into the front door was to batter it down. 

The blaze had enveloped the staircase 
leading to the second floor, so to reach it 
entrance had to be made by ladders from 
the outside. A large crowd had gathered 
by this time, and the firemen were loudty 
cheered as they rushed up the ladders and 
watked right into the smoking rooms. On 
the second floor was a library and two bed- 
rooms. The library was damaged by smoke 
anl heat, while the bedrooms were de- 
stroyed 

_The fire patrol coverel everything pos- 
sible with rubber blankets, and this saved 
valuable furniture in the front parlor, but 
the furnishings of the back parlor were 
destroyed and all the paintings in the 
house were shrivelled up by the heat or 
burned by the flames. It took nearly three 
hours of hard work on the part of the fire- 
men to get the fire all out. 

Mrs. Lyman and her daughters arrived on 
the scene while the fire was in progress. 
The neighbors offered to take care of them, 
but they drove away leaving the place in 
control of a watchman. 


CLEVELAND BANK CLOSED. 


Cuyahoga Savings and Banking Com- 
pany in Receiver’esHands—lI*ts 

. President Missing. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, May 6.—The doors 
of the Cuyahoga Savings and Banking 
Company, at 1461 Woodland Avenue, were 
not opened for business to-day. The fol- 
lowing notice was posted on the window: 

“On account of the continued absence of 
R. N. Pollock, the President, the Directors 
have concluded to suspend payment until 
such time as they can make an examina- 
tion of their affairs. It is confidently ex- 
pected that every depositor will be paid in 
full.” 

Hundreds of depositors, mostly working 
people, gathered around the bank soon 
after the notice was displayed, clamoring 
for their money. The last statement pub- 


lished by the bank indicated that the in- 
dividual deposits amounted to $314,966; 

a on real estate, discounts, &c., $332,- 
it 


The immediate cause leading up to the 
closing of the bank was found in the fact 
that one of the largest depositors called 
at the bank Saturday night and asked per- 
mission to withdraw $22,000. The money 
was not forthcoming. Fearing a run on the 
bank when this should become known, the 
Directors decided to close the doors. 

Six suits having a bearing on the case 
were commenced to-day in the courts. 

The American Trust Company has been 
made receiver for the Cuyahoga Savings 
and Banking Company, and has taken pos- 
session of the affairs of the bank. Because 
of the failure of the bank the United 
States Carbon Company of Cleveland is 
involved, and a receiver for that concern, 
Walter D. Sayle, has also been appointed, 
who has given bond in the sum of $100,000. 

It is said that the bank had more than 
$100,000 worth of paper that was to all 
intents and purposes worthless. The loca- 
tion of the bank is about two miles from 
the down town section of the city, and its 
deposits were mostly for small sums.

Experts were put to work on the bank’s 
books to-day. 


BUYS LOCOMOTIVE WORKS.

Locomotive Works, of which Joseph Bryan 
was President, were sold to-day for $3,000,- 
000. The deal has been pending for some

The Richmond Locomotive Works be- 
longed to a company 90 per cent. of the 
stock of which was owned by Joseph Bryan 
and the Stewart estate, of which he is the 
representative. The capacity of the works 
is about two locomotives-a day. About 
1,600 men are employed.

INCREASED CUSTOMS DUTIES 


British-American Protest Likely to be 
Ineffective—Little Foundation for 


New Manchuria Report. 


WASHINGTON, May 6.—Inquiry here 
confirms the report that the United States 
is working, and finds support in its effort, 
toward the opening of all China to the 
trade of the world. This not mean 
the abolition of customs duties, but the 
making of every Chinese city a mart for the 
world’s goods, instead of the limitation of 
foreign commerce to the few existing treaty 
ports. 

The project is one that appeals to the 
commercial interests of other great powers 
besides the United Statés, and if it should 
command the support of the necessary num- 
ber of them, hope is entertained that it will 
indirectly aid in the settlement of the 
troublesome indemnity question.

LONDON, May 7.—It is now feared that, 
in spite of the protest of the Ufited States 
and Great Britain, the Chinese maritime 
customs will be raised considerably above 
the per cent. to which Great 
Britain consented. such action will 
principally hurt and British 
trade is keenly in Downing 
Street. However, it appears that the in- 
crease cannot be avoided without British 
and American withdrawal from the con- 
cert, which step Lord Lansdowne does not 
contemplate for a moment. 

It was officially stated yesterday that the 
statement of the Shanghai correspondent 
of The Times that China has approached 
the powers, suggesting a complete opening 
of Manchuria to the enterprise of all coun- 
tries, and that replies have been received 
from Japan, the United States, 
Britain, incorrect. China has not ap- 
proached the powers in regard to a general 
opening of Manchuria. 

What actually occurred was that a high 
Chinese oificial threw such a sugges- 
tion, and, after some slight diplomatic talk, 
the matter ended. 

It is realized in Downing Street that any 
step toward securing the opening up of 
Manchuria would be construed at St. Pe- 
tersburg as direct opposition to Russia’s 
desires. The British Foreign Office has 
not the siightest intention of embarking 
upon such a fruitless task as intimated by 
The Timess correspondent, and believes 
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that the United States and Japan fully con- | 


cur in that view. 


THE WITHDRAWAL OF TROOPS. 


Not to be Begin Until China Has Given 
a Written Pledge to Pay the 
Indemnity. 


BERLIN, May 6.-—-The 
publishes a statement, evidently inspired, 
regarding the withdrawal of the troops 
from the Province of Pe-chi-Li. The with- 
drawal, it apvears, will be under Count von 
Waldersee’s command, no nation nroceced- 
ing alone. 

The first steos will be a note to the Chi- 
nese Commissioners, naming the total in- 
demnity. If China gives a written pledge 
of payment, the greater portion of the for- 
eign troops will be withdrawn; but a suf- 
ficient numbe~- will remain until the in- 
demnity question is settled. Not until then 
will all the troops, with the exception of 
the legation guards and the garrisons he- 
tween Peking and the coast, be withdrawn.

WASHINGTON, May 6.—Information has 
reached here to the effect that a number 
of speculators, including Americans, have 
been trying to secure options on and to 
obtain possession of nearly all the lana for 
legation purposes in the Peking compound. 
The Ministers have taken notice of this at- 
tempt at what they regard as sharp prac- 
tice, and have issued an order forbidding 
any exchange of titles to property in the 
compound until the legation settlements 
are secured. 


German Kills a Russian Officer. 
TIEN-TSIN, May 6.—The Russian Lieu- 
tenant Telekovsky, from the gunboat Boor, 
has been shot dead by a German soldier 


in a fracas on the Taku road. The Ger- 
man fired in self-defense, Lieut. Telekov- 
sky having attacked him with his dirk. 


LONDON, May 7.—No official news has 
been received here of Germans having fired 
on the British flag.

Willing to Sell Its Property to United 
States—Colombian Government 


May Insist on Such Sale.

WASHINGTON, May 6.—Sefior Silva, the 
States, 
has presented to the State Department a 
proposition from the Panama Canal 
Company that appraisers be appointed to 
fix the value of the company’s property 
with a view to its sale to the United States. 
The proposition is signed by President 
Hutin of the company. 

The proposition is that the canal com- 
pany and the United States shall each ap- 
point an appraiser, and if they are unable 
to agree on a price, an arbitrator is to be 
selected whose decision shall be final. It is 
understood that the proposition will be re- 
ferred tqgthe Isthmian Canal Commission. 

The Panama Canal Company has hither- 
to stood out against any absolute sur- 
render of its property. The Isthmian Canal 
Commission, however, is against any prop- 
osition short of this, and since the arrival 
of Sefior Silva, who, in addition to being 
Minister to the United States, is the Colom- 
bian Minister of Foreign Affairs, it has 
been understood that the Colombian Gov- 
ernment is preparing to insist upon the sale 
of the property to the United States.

OIL FOR SMELTING PURPOSES. 


New Yorkers Interested with ex-Gov. 
Hogg in a New Texas Company— 
More Corporations Formed. 
Special to The New York Times. 
AUSTIN, Texas, May 6.—Ex-Gov. J. S. 
Hogg ieft here to-day for New York City 
to complete the details of the organization 
of a company which purposes to develop 
and transport fuel‘oil from the Beaumont 
tie!d to their iron ore fields of New Birm- 
ir.gham, Texas, which were recently ac- 
quirea by Mr. Hogg and others. The com- 
pany will have a capital stock of not less 
than $15,000,000. A number of wealthy men 
o: New York, whose names Mr. Hogg de- 
clined to give at this time, are associated 

with him in the enterprise. 

Prior to leaving here Mr. Hogg submitted 
to Attorney General Bell the draft of the 
charter which the company proposes to 
take under the laws of Texas with a view 
of ascertaining whether its purposes were 
in conflict with any provision of the anti- 
trust law of this State. He received a fa- 
vorable opinion from the Attorney General 
and left immediately for New York to ob- 
tain the signatures of the other incorpora- 
tors of the company to the charter. 

The principal purposes of the company 
are to develop oil in the Beaumont field, 
transport it to New Birmingham, a distance 
of about 200 miles, and to use it in the 
furnaces which the company proposes to 
construct there. It is asserted that a 
method for using the oil successfully in 
smelting iron ore has been devised. 

The charter of the New Dominion Oil 
and Pipe Line Company of Beaumont, with 
a capital stock of $5,000,000, was filed in 
the Secretary of State's office here to-day. 
Its purpose is to build and operate oil pipe 
lines. develop oil, &c. The principal stack 
holder of the company is J. L. Laprelle of 
St. Louis, Mo. The charters of fifteen 
other oil companies, with capital stock ag- 
gregating $4,000,000, were also filed to-day. 


OIL LAND TITLES IN DISPUTE. 


Much of the Property Around Beau- 
mont the Subject, of Litigation— 
Many Transfers Faulty. 

Special to The New York Times. 
BEAUMONT, Texas, May 6.—From pres- 
ent indications it will not be a very great 


while before nearly half the lands in this 


section of Texas are tied up in the courts. 
Every day for a week past two or more big 
land suits have been filed in the courts 
here. To-day was no exception, and it Is 
anticipated that before the week is out a 
number of others of far-reaching impor- 
tance will have been filed. 

The wonderful increase in value of lands 
lying around Beaumont has brought out 
more kinds of contests than were ever 
heard of in Texas prior to the bringing in 
of the great oil gushers here. Heirs never 
before heard of in this part of the world 
are constantly springing up; former land 
owners whose property has long ago been 
sold at tax sales, claim reinstatement un- 
der an almost fi. gotten law, and men who 
signed away th rgrights and titles when 
land was unsniuble at $10 an acre, are 
every day. dis vering flaws-fn the docu- 
ments that snatched fortunes from them 
and made fortunes for others. 

The result is that Beaumont lawyers are 
working overtime trying to compromise 
complications which, if carried through the 
courts, would in many instances nullify 
subsequent sales and leases, and operate to 
the injury of hundreds of outside investors 
who had nothing whatever to do with the 
original transfers. 

One of the most prominent lawyers of 
Beaumont is authority for the statement 
that a very large percentage of recent 
land transfers in Jefferson County are 
so faulty that many of them will not hold 
good in the courts, speculators having 
been so anxious to get control that care was 
not taken to prove titles, or to secure bind- 
ing contracts. He is of opinion that many 
of the suits will be compromised, but 
that many others will go through the 
courts where the papers will be held as 
worthless in the eyes of the law. 


Want Negroes to Carry No Razors.

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YACHT GONSTITUTION’S 
SUCCESSFUL LAUNCH 


Mrs. W. Butler Duncan Broke the 
Traditional Bottle of Wine. 


FIREWORKS FOR THE OCCASION 


Few Members of the New York Yacht 
Club and a Fleet of Small 
Craft on Hand. 


BRISTOL, R. I., May 6.—With her hull 
gaily decorated with flags and her deck 
well filled with sailors, the yacht Constitu- 
tion was christened this evening by Mrs. 
W. Butler Duncan, who broke the tradi- 
tional bottle of wine on her glistening bgw 
just as she started slowly down the w ys 
into the sea. 

A platform had been rigged under the 
bow of the boat, and on this Mrs. Duncan 
stood when the gong for the starting was 
sounded. her on the platform was 
her husband, the manager of the new boat, 
but all the rest of the party stood a little 
distance off. 

At the sound of the gong Mrs. Duncan, 
dressed in a dark yachting costume, dashed 
,a bottle ef champagne against the yacht's 
bow, and as the wine gushed in sparkling 
fcam on the prow, the sleek racer acquired 
motion and slowly began her descent into 
the water. With the breaking bot- 
tle Mrs. Duncan, in a clear said: “I 
christen thee Constitution.” time of 
the launching was 8:32 P. M. 

The scene was a brilliant one as the Con- 
stitution was slowly lowered into the water, 
the cheering from the boats outside being 
loud and vigorous, while the searchl 
from the steam yacht Colonia, just outside 
the dock, illumirated the stern the Con- 
stitution in a brilliant manner. Rockets 
and other fireworks zedded not a little to 
the gaiety ef the occasion 

The Herreshoff contingent was present in 
large numbers, but the crowd from New 
York was a small one, August Belmont and 
seventeen others being present. Of the 
New York Yacht Ciub there were present S. 
Nicholson Kane, Chairman of the Regatta 
Committee; his associates, Chester Griswold 
and Newbury D. Lawton, & i & 
Oddie, Secretary of the club. 

As the stern of the craft emerged from 
the shop the private signals of the members 
of the syndicate displayed on small 
flagstaffs upon her deck. The signals were 
those of August Belmont. James Stillman, 
Oliver H. Payne, Frederick G. Bourne, and 
Henry M. Walters. In addition, there was 
the flag of Mr. Duncan, the manager of the 


boat. 
THE YACHT IN FULL VIEW. 

As the vessel reached the water the flash 
of the searchlight grew more intense and 
greater became the display of rockets and 
Roman candles. Twelve minutes after the 
yacht started the cradle was floated from 
under the bilges and the Constitution was 
fairly afloat... ve 

The New York party repaired almost im- 
mediately to the tender Mount Morris 
where more bottles of wine were cracke 
and a general merry time ensued. 

There was great cheering from the crowd 
in the south shop when the bow of the Con- 
stitution was fearly clear ot the gable-end 
of the structure. 

“She is larger than the Columbia,” ex- 
claimed Newbury Thorne, once she was 
fairly afloat. 

‘I think so, 
Dunean. 

In half an hour the ceremony was over. 
The clear, starlit night was admirable for 
the pyrotechnic display. The spectators 
generally came to the conclusion that the 
new cup defender is actually a much-im- 
proved Columbia, with all her sterling 
virtues and none of her trifling faults. The 
yacht was hauled out of her mooring. She 
will be taken alongside the dock to-morrow 
and her mast will be stepped. 

Thus quietly and with simple ceremony 
the Constitution was baptized. There was 
no hiteh; everything worked without a 
fault. The Herreshoffs, seeing that only a 
small crowd was present, practically opened 
the shop to all comers. The expenditure 
of flashlight powder was insignificant, and 
no accident resulted from its explosion. It 
was possible to see much of the yacht’s 
shape as she rested on the ways illumined 
by the brilliant electric lights which showed 
the grace of her form. Once clear of the 
net she was lost in the blackness of the 
night. 

Cc. Oliver Iselin, who raced the Columbia 
two years ago, says he thinks the Consti- 
tution is a larger and finer boat and is 
sure that she will make a, record. 

The story of the day*s arrangements 
prior to the launch was marked by no stir- 
ring episode. All day the newspaper men 
and artists hung around on the street seek- 
ing information as to the programme from 
yachtsmen who landed from the few ine 
coming craft. \ 

In the afternoon the tncident of impor- 
tance was the news that the Herreshoffs 
had called upon Chief of Police Hoard to 
keep off intruders upon the privacy of the 
Herreshoff domain. The Chief said he 
would do his duty. but J. B. Herreshoff, 
at the request of W. Butler Duncan, invite 
ed many of the visitors to view the launch 
from the best vantage point. 


CONSTITUTION’S DIMENSIONS. 


The interest in the launching, aside from 
the first dip, was in the lines of the Con- 
stitution. It was easily seen that the Her- 
reshoffs have turned out a craft that is 
exquisitely balanced and will be nervously 
responsive to the slightest touch of the 


helm. In fact, she will spin round in @ 
manner amazingly swift to a man, who 
lacks experience in the ways of a down- 
to-date Herreshoff flyer, when he takes 
his first trick at her wheel. 

The exact measurements of the Constitu- 
tion have not been officially announced, 
but her approximate dimensions are: 
Length on the load water line, 90 feet; 
length over all, 133 feet; greatest beam, 25 
feet; draught when on the 90-foot line of 
flotation, 20 feet; sail area, 14,500 square 
feet or thereabouts. The Columbia was 
89.66 feet on the load water line, with a 
draught of 20 feet: length over all, 132 
feet; beam. 2347. She carried 13,140 square 
feet. of duck. 

The. keel of the Constitution was cast on 

Dec. 23 of last vear. Since that date her 
building has been hurried along as fast as 
ossible. 
, The steel mast and boom of the Constitu- 
tion are readv tobe placed in position, the 
sails are ready for bending. The smartest 
of riggers have been engaged, and Skipver 
Rhodes has the reputation of being active 
and energetic in any work he undertekes, 
Hience it is sure that many days will not 
elapse befere the Constitution is resdy to 
expand her white pinions to the breeze and 
have her first experience under sail in the 
blue and briny waters of Narragansett 
Bay. 

Mr. Belmont and his party, who came 
from New York by train, left the special 
ear Louisville at Wickford, coming here 
by steam yacht. An hour after the launch- 
ing the party returned to Wickford, where 
a special train of sleepers had been made 
up, and shortly after midnight the train 
left for New York.

half a minute passing the Spit Light. 

After clearing the Spit Light, they 
reached off for a few minutes, and the 
challenger drew away from the other fast 
and steadily. The boats bore away for 
Cowes, to take Sailmaker Ratsey on board. 
Both were then ranged in a line off the 
Squadron Castle, and the Erin gave the 
signal to go. The challenger was well 
placed to windward, but apparently she 
desired to give the Shamrock I. the ad- 
vantage of a start, for the new boat was 
deliberately reached off across the stern 
of the other and took up a position half a 
mile away on her lee quarter, with the in- 
tention, it seemed, of trying whether she 
could make up this on the fetch out to 
Lymington. Both sailed far enough off 
the wind to keep their sails full, and the 
challenger footed much faster than the 
Shamrock I. In the course of half an hour 
she had drawn ahead and was wide under 
the lee bow of the former challenger. She 
then threw round and just failed to cross 
ahead of the Shamrock I. Passing close 
astern of the old challenger, the Shamrock 
Il. was luffed up, and, pointing wonder- 
fully high and sailing fast for a few min- 
utes, she was able to pass the old boat 
wide to weather and bear away across her 
bows, a fact which gave ample proof that 
she was not pushed to her full stretch. 

Previously the Erin had gone ahead and 
stopped, forming a mark for the boats to 
round. 

The challenger might easily have been 
first, but she bore away and waited for 
the Shamrock I. to round the mark, fol- 
lowing two minutes later. 

Ali the way down the Shamrocks had a 
good ten-knot breeze, and a strong tide, 
with little sea, was with them. Under 
these conditions the Shamrock I. was no | 
match for the new challenger. 

Jib and topsail were set as the boats ran 
back to Cowes Roads. All the way back 
they had a strong tide and a stern wind, 
which fell lighter. The booms were well 
off and the wind well astern. Going free 
in this manner, the new yacht was quite 
unable to catch the Shamrock I., and for 
five miles there was no perceptible change 
in their positions. A big, reaching jib was 
tried on «the Shamrock II., but even then 
the older boat held her distance, and at 
the finish of the spin-the gap between them 
was practically the same as when they 
started. 

The yachting correspondent of The Times, 
who witnessed the sailing yesterday, says: 

“The result proves that, with the wind 
on her beam or anywhere before it, Sham- 
rock II. is superior to the former challeng- 
er; but, so far as has yet been shown, the 
latter is quite the equal of the new chal- 
lenger when before the wind. 

“The fact that the challenger is not yet 
in perfect racing trim must be taken Into 
consideration, but she has yet to prove her- 
self faster than her predecessor down the 
wind.”’

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JUSTICE JEROME READY 
FOR ENERGETIC WORK 


Takes a Vacation to Push Cam- 
paign Against the Gamblers. 


Says Committee of Fifteen Has $10,000 
a Month to Spend in the Fight—Can 
Get a Million If Needed. 


Two facts came to light yesterday which 
are regarded as prophetic of future ener- 
getic action on the part of the Committee 
ot Fifteen in its efforts to secure evidence 
against those who profit by dealing out 
police protection to the gamblers and other 
chronic lawbreakers of the City of New, 
York. One of these was an arrangement 
by which Justice William Travers Jerome 
is to have a vacation during May from the 
Court of Special Sessions. The other was 
an announcement by Justice Jerome that 
the District Attorney was co-operating 
with the committee in all of its work. 

For several weeks past cases which were 
to be heard by Justice Jerome, sitting as 
a Magistrate, have been piling up in the 
Special Sessions Court. These cases have 
in most instances been those of gamblers 
arrested in the raids of the Fifteen. It 
has been evident to the Justice for several 
days that the accumulation ofmdeferred 
cases would soon become overwhelming 
unless relief came from some source. This 
relief was secured by an arrangement with 
Justice Holbrook, who will take Justice Je- 
rome’s place on the bench for the remainder 
of this month, Justice Jerome will relieve 
Justice Holbrook in August. 

Justice Jerome will remain in the city, 
and he will hear the many cases that are 
set to come before him. Whenever he 
deems it necessary he will continue to see 
to it in person that his warrants are exe- 
cuted, 

The Justice stated yesterday that this 
committee was prepared to keep at this 
work for two years at least, and was pre- 
pared to spend $10,000 a month for that 
period in the accomplishing of its pur- 
poses. Also, that it can get a million if the 
million is needed. In regard to the extraor- 
dinary eagerness which has in some quar- 
ters been imputed to Justice Jerome, he 
gave the following reason for going in per- 
son _to some of the gambling places: 

‘*I have gone in person to only about half 
a dozen places. When I have gone to the 
places that were to be raided it was be- 
cause we wanted to secure citizens as wit- 
nesses who would corroborate the testi- 
mony of o paid detectives.”’ 

The Justite was asked about the state- 
ment that‘in one of the gambling places 
that had been raided an ‘‘I O U”’ had been 
found signed by a member of the Commit- 
tee of Fifteen. Upon this subject Justice 
Jerome said: 

“It is not true. We did find an ‘IO U’ 
signed by a member of the old Committee 
of Seventy that existed before Mayor 
Strong’s administration. The finding of the 
note was made public at the time, though 
no name has been disclosed.”’ 

Justice Jerome was quoted yesterday as 
saying that no man could be District At- 
torney and enforce the laws absolutely. 
When asked about this alleged interview, 
the Justice said: 

“This was not intended as 
upon Mr. Philbin. I think he has done his 
full duty as fearlessly and with as much 
expedition as possible under the circum- 
stances. It is simply marvelous that he 
has been able to accomplish so much. The 
Committee of Fifteen could have done 
nothing if the District Attorney had not 
been behind it.” 

In the afternoon Justice Jerome held 
ecnference with John McCullagh, at the 
latter’s office, 585 Broadway. After the 
conference Mr. McCullagh refused to say 
arything more than that there would be 
no raids as a result of their meeting. 


BROOKLYN SOCIETY SHOCKED.

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An Alleged Disorderly House Raided in 
Fashionable Section. 


Police Captain Eason and his detectives 
from the Classon Avenue Police Station, 
Brooklyn, shortly before midnight last 
night raided the alleged disorderly house

ANNUAL POLICE PARADE. 


it Will Take Place on May 31 Over 
Practically the Same Route as Last 
Year—Mayor to Review It. 
The date of the annual parade of the po- 
lice force of New York City has been set 


for May 31. It will be reviewed in Madison 
Square by Mayor Van Wyck from the 
stands which will have served Memorial 
Day purposes. The route of the parade has 
not been determined, but it will be about 
the same as last year. The start will 
be from the Battery, up Broadway, to 
Madison Avenue, by Twenty-third Street, 
to some point above the reviewing stand, 
when the march down town will begin. At 
present the plans comprehend disbanding 
at the Washington Arch. 

As police matters stand, the column 
should be headed ty Senior Deputy Chief 
Moses W. Cortright on horseback. Com- 
missioner Murnvhy tas already stated that 
he will be in the parade in a carriage, and 
he will without doubt leave it on arriving 
at the reviewing stand and take his place 
beside the Mayor. 

The stands in Madison Square will be 
filled with invited guests. Col. Kipp, the 
Chief Clerk of the department, has sent 
out 3,500 cards of invitation, some of them 
addressed to Gov. Odell, President McKin- 
ley, Vice President Roosevelt, Chiefs of 
Police of other cities, and State and local 
dignitaries. 

The column will halt long enough to per- 
mit of the awarding of the Rhinelander and 
other medals for valor and distinguished 
service.

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SYRIAN BANKER ROBBED. 


Waylaid by Highwaymen—He and His 
Brother Fined for Fighting Because 
They Resisted the Assailant. 
George J. Faout Shember of the Sy- 
rian firm of D. J. | rand Brother, bank- 
ers and jobbers, at 68 Washington Street, 
while going to the W« National Bank 
yesterday morning was attacked by five 
men in front of the Syrian restaurant, at 

88 Washington Street 

One of the men hit him in the eye, badly 
discoloring that organ, another kicked him 
in the shins, while a third extracted the 
bank book from his inside coat pocket. 
Faour held on to his man, and was soon 
in the centre of a struggling mass of men. 

At this juneture Policeman Charles Gre- 
ber of the Church Street Station appeared 
and placed Faour, his brother, Fanuis, who 
had come to his rescue, and Joseph Hey 
under arrest on the charge of fighting on 
tHe street. 

On this charge Magistrate Mott, in the 
Centre Street Court, fined the Faour broth- 
ers $5 each and discharged Hey. 

The Faour brothers paid their fines, and 
Hey walked out of court. Then George 
Faour excitedly expostulated with the Mag- 
istrate, saying that the man who was just 
let go had robbed him. 

The Magistrate told him to tell the police 
of the Church Street Station to arrest Hey 
again. Policemen Edward J. Kirk and 
Theodore Ridder were sent out and they 
brought Hey back with them. He was held 
without, bail this time by the Magistrate 
on a charge of highway robbery. 

In the meantime thirty-one checks, 
amounting to $3,139, that had been in the 
bank book, and a negotiable draft for 3,600f. 
on Comptoir Nationale d’Escompte de Paris 
had been picked up in the street by a neigh- 
bor and returned.

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FOUGHT OVER A PRINCIPLE. 


Syrians Differed as to the Propriety of 
Children Playing on the Streets. 
For about half an hour yesterday morn- 
ing Washington Street, between Morris and 
Rector Streets, was the scene of more ex- 
citement than the members of the Syrian 
colony there have seen in some time. 
George Faur, a notion merchant, of 68 
Washington Street, and Joseph Aboarab, 
an importer, of 45 Washington Street, ‘both 
Syrians, engaged in a rough-and-tumble 
fight. At the same time a bundle of drafts 
and checks which had slipped out of Faur’s 
pocket was scattered about by the wind, 
furnishing excitement of another kind to 
the spectators, who tumbled over each 
other in their efforts to get hold of them. 
The two combatants were finally put un- 
der arrest and dragged to the Centre Street 
Police Court, where they were fined $5 

each. 

The feud between Faur and Aboarab had 
its origin in a controversy which started 
two weeks ago when Faur’s seven-year- 
old son was run over by a wagon. This 
event led Faur to observe that it was 
wrong for parents to allow their children 
to play in the middle of the street, while 
Aboarab became’ the leader of a _ party 
which maintained that their children had a 
right to play wherever they wanted to. 
When Faur and Aboarab met yesterday 
Faur was on his way to the bank with a 
bundle of drafts and checks, and in the 
fight which followed these got out of his 
pocket. In his excitement he did not notice 
this, and he did not miss them until after 
he eae pee his fine at the Centre Street 
Police Court. 

Detectives from the Church Street Sta- 
tion succeeded in getting the majority of 
the drafts and checks from the people 
who had picked them up, and returned 
them to their owner. Faur claims, how- 
ever, that a draft for 1,000f., a check for 
$1,000, and another check for $13 are still 
missing. He says that Aboarab stole them 
from his pocket, but no traces of them 
could be found on Aboarab when he was 
searched. 


NEWS OF THE RAILROADS. 


ILLINOIS CENTRAL EARNINGS. 


End of Fiscal Year Will Show 10 Per 
Cent. on the Capital Stock. 


Special to The New York Times, 

CHICAGO, May 6.—Earnings of the IIli- 
nois Central Road during its present fiscal 
year have exceeded all expectations. At 
the end of the term, June 30, the company 
will be able to show 10 per cent. earned on 
its capital stock. Last year the company 
reported a surplus over fixed charges of $5,- 
757,274 available for dividends. In addition, 
the Yazoo and Mississippi Valley, which be- 
longs to the illinois Central, reported a sur- 
plus ot $900,000, making an aggregate of 
over $6,650,000. 

A large amount of money has been spent 
for improvements and charged to operat- 
ing expenses. Last year’s maintenance of 
way outlay was $1,448 a mile. This year 
it will be $1,400. The heavy outlays for 
permanent tmprovements mean a: material 
reduction in the future cost of transporta- 
tion. Expenditures for improved facilities 
are not all taken from earnings, however. 
Some are charged to capital account. The 
company has arranged, for example, to 
build a 1,500,000-bushel grain elevator, and 
is largely increasing its equipment. 


THE CHICAGO GREAT WESTERN, 


President Stickney Denies that Eis 
Road Has Been Absorbed,

ST. PAUL, Minn., May 6.—President 
Stickney emphatically denies the story that 
his road, the Chicago Great Western, has 
been absorbed by the Harriman or any 
other interests. / 

‘Tt is the same old story that I have been 
reading for the past five years, and which I 


have become wearied of denying,’’ said he 
to-night. ‘‘The Chicago Great Western 
Road is not for sale. Instead of looking for 
buyers we are planning improvements all 
along the line. There will be no change in 
the present policy, and there is no truth in 
the report that we are about to sell,’’ 

It is rumored in railroad circles in this 
city that the Chicago Great Western will 


buy the Winona and Western as the begin-, 


ning of its proposed Omaha extension. It is 
understood that $800,000 will be paid for the 
road, 


JOHNSONS BUY TROLLEY LINE. 


Their Syndicate Acquires Approach ‘to 
Bridge from Morrisville to Trenton. 
TRENTON, N. J., May 6.—The syndicate 

headed by Tom and Albert L. Johnson to- 

day purchased the Trenton, Morrisville and 

Yardley Trolley line, which runs from 

Morrisville to Yardley on the Pennsylvania 

side of the Delaware River. 

This road controls the approach on the 
Pennsylvania side to the bridge across the 
Delaware River from Morrisville and Tren- 
ton, which the Johnson people bought some 


time ago as a link of their proposed road 
from Philadelphia to New York. 


New Controller of the Atchison. 
“CHICAGO, May 6.—D. L. Gallup, Treas- 
urer for the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé 
Railroad in Chicago, has been elected 
Controller of the system. In addition to 


his new office, Mr. Gallup will perform 
many of the duties of the Chairman of the 
Board of Directors, the latter’ office having 
been made vacant recently by the death of 
Aldace F. Walker. ‘Mr. Gallup’s new posi- 
tion will necessitate his removal to New 
York City. 


Authorship of “The Bread Winners.” 


CHICAGO, May 6.—The Tribune to-mor- 
row will claim it to be an established fact 
that the author of ‘“‘ The Bread Winners,” 
the sensational novel published anony- 
mously in 1883, was Miss Ida Harris of 


Champaign, M., daughter of B. F. Harris, 
President of the First National Bank of 
that place. At the time the book was pub- 
lished many of the reviewers asserted that 
John Hay wrote the book. Some attrib- 
uted it to W. D. Howells, and to half a 
dozen other well-known novelists. For 
months the speculation continued, nd 
finally it came to be the general belief 
that the present Secretary of State was 
the author. 


A Philippine Banking Regulation. 

WASHINGTON, May §.—Secretary Root 
has approved a statute of the Philippine 
Commission which provides that a depositor 


in the banks of the Philippines upon his 
request shall be,paid in the same kind of 
money which he deposits. The question 
arose through a complaint made by the 
people in the Philippines that when gold 
deposits were made the payments often- 


times were returned in silver, 


COMMONS PASS GOAL TAX 


It Is Adopted After an Animated 
Debate by Majority of 106. 


Lord Durham’s Brother, a Unionist, 
Calis Government “a Pack of Riot- 
ous Hounds After a Ewe Lamb.” 


LONDON, May 7.—The House of Commons 
early this morning adopted the coal tax by 


a vote of 338 to 227. Consequently the tax 


of a shilling a ton on export coal was 
passed by a majority of 106. These figures, 
apparently, do not represent the feeling of 
the members of the House, but the Govern- 
ment made the issue strictly a party one, 
secured the record attendance for this Par- 
liament, and, by vigorous efforts, polled 
within a score of the normal majority, 

The galleries were packed to overflowing. 
Fashionably dressed women glued their 
faces to the grille until nearly 1 o'clock, and 
the members of the House themselves were 
unable to find standing room, much less 
seats, 

The principal figures in the last day of the 
discussion of the tax were chiefly within 
the Liberal ranks. Sir Edward Grey, the 
Right Hon. H. H. Asquith, William Abra- 
ham, (Glamorganshire,) and Charles Fen- 
wick all assailed the tax eloquently, the 
last twg speaking with no little pathos and 


a broad accent on behalf of the miners, in 
whose station of life, they worked beiore 
coming to Westminster. 

Perhaps the most interesting feature of 
the debate was the speech of the Hon. 
Frederick W. Lambton, (Unionist,) twin 
brother of the Earl of Durham, who, stand- 
ing amid the Conservative members, de- 
nounced the Government as “a pack of 
riotous hounds after a ewe lamb,” by 
which he referred to the coal industry. He 
deciared that the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer had represented the colliers as 
liars and forgers, and maintained that they 
were ‘‘as honorable a set of men as ever 
sat on the Government benches.”’ 

Sir Michael Hicks-Beach attempted to ex- 
priate, but Mr. Lambton paid little heed to 

im. The sleepy peers who had come in to 
hear the final stages of the debate blinked 
vigorously as they heard the right of 
miners to strike proclaimed by an aristo- 
crat, who declared that the miners were 
“‘as good as many a man who has won thé 
Victoria Cross.”’ 

Another Liberal Unionist, John Wilson, 
(Lanarkshire,) bitterly objected to the tax, 
bringing up the question of American com- 
petition and contendin that the duty 
would give the United States a chance to 
cut out British coal. 

This started the ball rolling, and for some 
time the House gave itself up to a discus- 
sion of the relative merits of ‘‘ Pocahon- 
tas” and “Smokeless Welsh,” with fre- 
quent references to America’s growing 
merchant marine. 

The Right Hon. A. J. Balfour, the Gov- 
ernment Leader, summed up the debate in 
rambling style, basing his argument upon 
the proposition that such a great and ever- 
increasing industry as the export of coal 
could not be seriously affected by the im- 
position of a tax of a shilling a ton. He 
dismissed as highly improbable the theory 
that American coal would ever be able to 
compete with English coal. 

In the division which followed there was 
much reece John Morley voted with 
the Government. Several Liberals abstained 
from voting, while almost all the Conser- 
vatives representing the coal counties joined 
the Opposition. 

During Mr. Balfour’s summing up, one of 
his own adherents remarked audibly, ‘It 
is a wretched speech, but of course Balfour 
doesn’t know what he is talking about.”’ 

This was\a verdict which seemed to meet 
with the approval:of other Government 
supporters near by. Indeed, if a most ur- 
gent whip had not been issued, and if 
it had not been feared that the Govern- 
ment was likely to be defeated, many 
Ministerialists who voted in favor of the 
tax would either have abstained from vot- 
ing or would have voted against it. 

What the miners will do now remains to 
be seen. Judging from the speeches of 
the labor members in the last stages of the 
debate, the federation is quite likely to de- 
clare a general strike, thus precipitating a 
struggle between organized labor and Par- 
liament. Such a collision, as was said fre- 
quently during the discussion, might prove 
ruinous to the coal industry and highly in- 
jurious to the country. 

The final decision in regard to shuttin 
down the pits will rest with the Nationa 
Conference of Miners’ Delegates, to be held 
in London to-day. The majority of the 
local councils which have taken a definite 
stand have voted in favor of a stoppage, 
but there are many opponents of this 
course and many non-committal votes. 

“A delegates’ meeting, representing 170,000 
miners, held at Cardiff yesterday, passed 
a resolution giving the London conference 
a free hand. 


BRITISH EDUCATION BILL. 


Government Measure to be Introduced 
To-day—Believed to be Sweep- 
ing in Character. 


LONDON, May 7.—In the House of Com- 
mons yesterday, the Right Hon. A. J. Bal- 
four, the Government leader, announced 
that the Government would present its 
long-deiayed Education bill in the Commons 
to-day. The announcement caused some- 
thing of a sensation, as it had been sup- 
posed that Government business was so 
much in arrears as to make it impossible 
to deal with education at the present ses- 
sion. 

It is asserted in reliable quarters that the 
bill, which is somewhat sweeping in char- 
acter, will abolish the small rural School 
Boards, and vest the control of education 
in,the County Councils. With regard to 
boroughs, the bill will give the Borough 
Councils control in places where no School 
Board exists, and where School Boards do 
exist these will continue to control ele- 
mentary education, while the Borough 
Councils will be charged with secondary 
and technical education. 

If this forecast is correct, the bill will ex- 
cite keen and prolonged discussion. It is 
understood that the unexpected introduc- 
tion of the measure is due to pressure 
brought to bear upon the Government from 
Manchester and Liverpool, where large and 
flourishing schools are threatened by the 
recent legal judgment in the Cockerton 
case, depriving school boards of the power 
to give technical education.

MELBOURNE EN FETE. 


Duke and Duchess of Cornwall Wel- 
comed by Immense Crowds—City 


Elaborately Decorated. 


MELBOURNE, May 6.—The Duke and 
Duchess of Cornwall and York landed from 
the steamship Ophir at 2 o’clock this after- 
noon, They were received at the pier head 


by the Earl of Hopetoun, Governor Gen- 
eral, and the State and Federal Ministers, 
After the Ministers had been presented, 
the party passed down the quarter of a 
mile of carpeted pier, and entered car- 
riages. 

Surrounded by a guard of honor com- 

osed of Victorian troops just returned 
rom South Africa, the royal visitors pro- 
ceeded a distance of seven miles through 
brilliantly decorated streets bordered with 
almost continuous lines of stands filled to 
their utmost capacity. The entire route 
was lined with demonstrative crowds. The 
decorations, arches, Venetian masts, and 
columns along the line of march were very 
effective. 

Opposite the Town Hall the procession 
passed beneath the Queen’s Arch, canopied 
with the royal colors and sheltering a 
golden staute of Queen Victoria. 

There was a picturesque scene at Parlia- 
ment House when the procession arrived 
there. Assembled on the steps of the bulld- 
ing were the foreign Ministers, the repre- 
sentatives of the British colonies, including 
William M. Mulock, the Canadian Post- 
master General, the American and other 
Consuls, the officers of the visiting war- 
ships, and a host of other prominent per- 
sons. 

The royal party reached Government 
House, where the drive ended, at 4 o’clock. 
Here there was the scene of the greatest 
enthusiasm. A salute was fired, and the 
Royal Standard was hoisted. 

To-day the weather has been perfect, and 
it is believed that a crowd numbering 300,- 
000 persons witnessed the “procession. 
Twelve thousand troops were in line, o- 
night the city and harbor are ablaze with 
illminations of a most elaborate descrip- 
tion.

The new Ministers met informally yester- 
day at the Chancellor’s palace, under the 
Presidency of Count von Biilow. 

Comment upon the new Cabinet is con- 
fined chiefly to Baron von Hammerstein 
and Herr Moeller. The views regarding the 
new Minister of Commerce are quite con- 
tradictory. The Cologne Gazette says: 

“The appointment of Herr Moeller means 
a firm determination on the part of the 
Prussian Ministry not to follow a one-sided 
Agrarian policy.” 

On the other hand, the Freisinnige. Zei- 
tung, reviewing Herr Moeller’s record, as- 
serts that his votes and speeches show a 
strongly Agrarian tendency. 

Some of the papers assert that Herr 
Moeller favors a reform of the Boerse law, 
a the Government intends to under- 
take. 

Surprise is generally expressed that Em- 
peror William should have chosen Baron 
von, Hammerstein, a man heretofore quite 
ere for the important post of Min- 
ster of the Interior. About all that is defi- 
nitely known regarding the new Minister is 
that he is a rather reactionary Conserva- 
tive, though he is popular at Metz.

DELAGOA BAY ROAD DESTROYED ? 

BRUSSELS, May 6.—It is reported here 
that the Delagoa Bay Railway has been 
destroyed by a Boer force under Command- 
ant Beyer. 


LONDON, May 7.—The Pretoria corre- 
spondent of The Times, in a letter dated 
April 6, describes the insecurity of the 
Delagoa Bay Railway and the constant de- 
lays and stoggages due to systematic at- 
tempts by Boer commandos to wreck the 
line and trains with mines. 

Like The Times's Kroonstad correspond- 
ent in a letter published yesterday, the 
Pretoria correspondent of The Times also 
insists upon the imperative fecessity of 
replacing the stale British troops by 
drafts, declaring that ‘unless the war is 
finished before September we must resign 


ourselves to its continuance for another 
year.”’ 


DISPUTE OVER QUEEN’S FLAG, 


Bernard N. Baker and Mrs. George 
Cornwallis West Both Claim Flag 
Given to Hospital Ship Maine. 
LONDON, May 6.—A dispute has arisen 
as to the ownership of the flag which Queen 
Victoria presented to the American hospital 
ship Maine. Mrs. George Cornwallis-West 
(Lady Randolph Churchill) asserts that it 
belongs to her, and Bernard N. Baker, 
(President of the Atlantic Transport Com- 
fFany,) owner of the vessel, declares that 
it is his )roperty. The flag is now in Mrs. 

West's possession, 

It scems that while the Maine was still 
in service as a hospital ship Mr. Baker gave 
orders that the flag should be surrendered 
to no one without an order from himself. 
The officer in charge of the ship a few 
days later sent it to Mrs. West upon her 
written request. He was dismissed for 
disobedience. Mr. Baker then requested 
Mrs. West to return the flag to him, which 
she, in spite of more importunate requests 
and demands has failed to do. 

Mrs. West claims the flag ¢s her own, but 
has intimated her willingness to send it 


te the United States Government, to be 
placed as a relic in some National museum. 


American Prisoners Not to be Freed. 
LONDON, May 7.—Replying to a ques- 
tion in the House of Commons yesterday, 
the Right Hon, W. St. J. Brodrick, the 
War Secretary, said that among the pris- 
oners captured in South Africa were twen- 
ty-six Americans, besides thirteen Ameri- 
cans claiming to be burghers. There was 
no intention of releasing any of the pris- 
oners until the war was over. 


British Dead Number 15,296. 
LONDON, May 7.—The War Office yes- 
terday gave out the total number of deaths 
in the South African war as 714 officers and 


14,264 men. Four officers and 314 men 
were invalided home and subsequently died. 
Two thousand four hundred and ninety- 
three non-commissioned officers and men 
have leit the service unfit for duty. ‘ 


Transvaal Gold Mining Renewed. 


LONDON, May 7.—In the House of Com- 
mons yesterday the Right Hon. Joseph 
Chamberlain, the Colonial Secretary, in- 
formed a questioner that no gold had been 
produced in the Transvaal since Jan. 1, but 
fifty stamps started on May 4 and a hun- 
dred stamps started yesterday (May 6.) 


RIOTING IN SOUTH ITALY. 


Dispatches to Paris Describe Alarming 
Conditions There and in Sicily. 


PARIS, May 6.—Thé Patrle publishes dis- 
patches from Palermo, Naples, and Foggia 
reporting an alarming situation in Sicily 
and South Italy. 

The peasants in the Provinces of Messina, 
Catania, and Syracuse are in constant re- 
volt, and sanguinary conflicts with the po- 


lice occur almost daily. The region in 
which the sulphur mines are situated is 
agitated, and a general strike is threat- 
ened. 

Misery prevails in the Province of Pou- 
illes, (Puglia?) The fields and gardens are 
lying waste, the municipality has suspend- 
ed payment, and the Syndic has gone to 
Rome, to confer with the Premier. Strikes 
are extending everywhere in South Italy. 


Report that the Shah Is Ill Denied. 


WASHINGTON, May 6.—The Persian le- 
gation has issued the following statement: 
“The telegram saying that his Majesty 
the Shah was dangerously ill and that 


there were disorders in Teheran, due to the 
newly imposed taxes, are denied by the 
Persian legation here. Recent telegrams 
received by the legation show that his 
Majesty the Shah is enjoying good health, 
except that he suffers now and then from 
the gout, to which he is subject. As to al- 
leged disorders, there are none, and the 
country progresses under the paternal care 
of his Majesty the Shah.’”’

PARTNERS IN A ROW. 


Lead Pipe and Wooden Weapon Used by 
Firm Members—An Inventor’s 
™ Guards Injured. 


Lead pipe and wooden billet are the 
means alleged to have been employed to 
settle a partnership dispute in the office of 
a mural decoration 1,267 
Broadway early last evening by Joseph 
Lawrence Thompson, seventy-one years 
old, a painter who lives in the building, and 
his son, an artist of 328 West Thirty-second 
Street.

Thompson's inter- 
est in the Lusiness then relaxed, he said, 
although he was on a salary of $25 a week, 
and he devoted much of his time to ink- 
ing Scotch “high balls”. and smoking 
cigars. Mr. Spitz said he intended to ap- 
jy to the courts to-day to dissolve their 
Fusiness relations, and he assigned his son 
and Lowenstein to guard the property. 

Mr. Spitz declares that during the after- 
noon an artist named Mayo, in the same 
building, told him that young Thompson 
had brought him a package containing sev- 
eral of the costly brass molds for shaping 
the composition.

The younger Thompson used the lead pipe 
and his father a heavy stick to attack the 
young men, while he ran to the street and 
brought up Policeman McCabe, who thought 
at first that a murder had been committed. 

Young Thompson was arrested in the 
room, and his father a little later was ar- 
rested in Broadway. Dr. Carney of 52 West 
Thirty-third Street took many stitches in 
the scalps of the injured men.

NEW YORK’S RELIEF 
FOR JACKSONVILLE 


Over $59,000 Already Subscribed 
for Homeless Fire Sufferers. 


THE ACTION OF MERCHANTS 


Joint Committee of Their Association 
and the Chamber of Commerce— 


Transporation Companies’ 


Generous Response. 


Even before the embers of the disastrous 
Jacksonville fire have had time to cool 
New York has come to the front with as- 
sistance which is as generous as it is 
prompt. Over $59,000 was subscribed yes- 
terday, and by to-night at 7 o'clock the 
first relief train will speed on its way to 
the stricken city. Of the amount sub- 
scribed, the Chamber of Commerce and the 
Merchants’ Association authorized $20,000 
each on the spot during meetings that were 
held in the morning. Dtring the meeting 
of the Merchants’ Association, held at che 
association’s headquarters in the New York 
Life Building, aside from the $20,000 au- 
thorized, $11,035 was subscribed by those 
present before the meeting was adjourned. 

Not only have the business men of the 
city come to the front, but the railroad and 
expres:, and steamship companies have 
come forward with offers to transport free 
of charge whatever may be sent to the re- 
lief of the Jacksonville people. Later in the 
day the Joint Relief Committee, repre- 
senting the Merchants’ Association and 
the Chamber of Commerce, received fur- 
Ser subscriptions that amounted to $19,- 


THE CHAMBER’S LETTER. 


At the meeting of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, held at the Chamber's headquar- 
ters, yesterday, it was decided to send the 


following circular letter to all of the mem- 
bers: 

New York, May 6, 1901. 
To the Members of the Chamber of Commerce: 

At an informal conference held to-day, it was 
decided that the Chamber of Commerce would 
act jointly with the Merchants’ Association in 
receiving contributions for the relief of the suf- 
ferers by the destructive fire at Jacksonville, 
Fla. Jorn D,. Crimmins has been appointed 
Treasurer of the relief fund, and all checks 
should be made "payable to his order and sent 
promptly to George Wilson, Secretary. The 
calamity demands such instant relief that the 
committee have authorized the purchage of sup- 
plies to the extent of $20,000 to be forwarded 
to-morrow by the Pennsylvania Railroad and 
the Southern Railroad, who have generously 
proffered free transportation. 

A much larger amount of money will be neces- 
sary, and the committee recommend prompt and 
generous contributions.

mittee of the Chamber of Commerce and 
the Merchants’ Association, Mr. Hewitt 
was elected Chairman, John D. Crimmins 
Treasurer, and William F, King Secretary. 
The meeting, which was held in response to 
a call by Abram S. Hewitt, Alexander E, 
Orr, Charles Stewart Smith, John Claflin, 
John D. Crimmins, and William F. King, 
was largely attended.

During Saturday and Sunday, the pro- 
visional committee had been in telegraphic 
communication with Jacksonville, in order 
to learn the exact conditions and to present 
the same intelligently to the meeting. Tel- 
egrams from the Governor, the Mayor of 
Jacksonville, and the local Relief Commit- 
tee of» Jacksonville were reag, which 
showéd the condition to be one of extreme 
need, demanding the most speedy and gen- 
erous assistance to forestall the great suf- 
fering confronting more than 10,000 home- 
less people. 

While the meeting was in progress, con- 
tributions were rapidly being received, over 
$11,000 coming, mainly by hand, within a 
very short time. 

A resolution offered by Mr. Smith was 
passed, authorizing the Purchasing Com- 
mittee to at once expend $20,000 in the pur- 
chase of food supplies and other articles of 
the most pressing necessity.

PROCURING THE SUPPLIES. 


During the afternoon expert buyers were 
put at work to procure the needed supplies 
on the best possible terms. In addition, 
proffers were received from many “Manu- 
facturing concerns offering to donate sup- 
plies of various kinds, It is probable, there- 
fore, that a large quantity of the articles 
most needed will be started for Jackson- 
ville this afternoon by special train, the 
Pennsyivania Railroad having expressed 
the purpose of beating the record in the 


speedy delivery of the articles, provided 
the quantity presented for shipment war- 
rants that effort. 

It is the sense of the committee that for 
the present, at any rate, the money con- 
tributions should be used for the purchase 
of supplies in this market, experience hav- 
ing shown that a much larger measure of 
relief can be secured in that manner, inas- 
much as the purchases are made not only 
at the !owest market rates, but in many 
cases at much less expense, the difference 
going as contributions to the cause. 

Before adjournment the committee by 
vote instructed Mr. King, President of the 
Merchants’ Association, to act on its behalf 
during the intervals of its meeting, in order 
that no time might be lost. Mr. King said 
regarding the work: 

“ Our previous experience in work of this 
kind shows that it is desirable to be in 
close touch with the local authorities at 
the point where distribution is to be made. 
I have, therefore, detailed William Mills, 
Jr., of the Merchants’ Association's office 
staff, to proceed to Jacksonville and co- 
operate with the local authorities in the 
distribution of supplies, and in advising 
the Relief. Committee of the needs of the 
sufferers. Mr. Mills acted in this capacity 
for the Relief Committee in the case Of the 
Galveston disaster. 

“We have received during the day a 
greal many tenders of donations. hile 
the committee is thankful for the spirit 
which prompts these donations, it is de- 
pirable that it should be fully understood 
that miscellaneous and second-hand arti- 
eles of clothing are an impediment to the 
werk, and not a benefit. We have found in 
our previous relief work that such contri- 
butions are practically not worth the cost 
of transportation. and on the whole draw 
upon the actual fund needed for relief, and

DEAD FOUND AT JACKSONVILLE. 


Three Bodies of Fire Victims Recovered 
—Thousands Working Day and Night 
—Loss Placed at $10,800,000. 
JACKSONVILLE, Fla., May 6.—The body 
of Harry Bonnetheau, a real estate deal- 
er, was recovered to-day from the St. 
John’s River Mr. Bonnetheau’s widow and 
son are supposed to be in New York City. 
The bodies of two negroes were also recov- 

ered. All are victims of Friday’s fire. 

There are many rumors of further loss 
of life, but, owing to the departure of thou- 
sands of people from the city, it will be im- 
possible for several days to verify the re- 
ports unless the bodies are found. 

8S. A. McCottery, who was employed at 
the Gardner shipyards, almost lost his dife 
in trying to save the people who rushed 
down Market Street to the river when the 
flames were at their fiercest. He says he 
succeeded in getting twenty persons across 
the river, but as many more were either 
burned to death or drowned at the pier. 

Mayor Bowden to-day issued a request 
that all sightseers remain away from Jack- 
sonville. It is feared the vast army of idle 
negroes may cause some trouble, and it is 
believed that all those who will not go to 
work at $1 per May and rations will be de- 
ported 

The Alcazar, at St. Augustine, although 
closed several weeks ago for the season, 
has been reopened to care for the refugees. 
Other Winter resort hotels probably will 
epen to-morrow, as the crowds leaving the 
city increased to-day. 

Thousands of people worked yesterday 
and last night. The firemen have not been 
relieved, because the débris is still burning 
and streams of water are being poured into 
the flames and embers all the time night 
and day. 

Ten military companies are still on duty 
to prevent vandalism. A battery of guns 
is also in position at the corner of Bay 
and Market Streets. These guns were res- 
cued from the burning armory, in which 
much of the equipment of the Jacksonville 
troops was lost. The militiamen continue to 
patrol all parts,of the city. Martial law 
probably will be enforced at least another 


week.

THE INSURANCE LOSSES. 


Estimates of Local Fire Underwriters 
—Over $2,500,000 Lost by 


Forty-five Companies. 

Local fire underwriters still possess very 
meagre and unsatisfactory reports as to 
the probable extent of the losses of their 
companies in the Jacksonville fire. Many of 
the offices yesterday received lump esti- 


mates of their losses in the burned section, 
There is in many cases a prospect of some 
salvage, regarding which it will take some 
time to obtain an adequate idea. 

Estimates of the losses of forty-five out 
of the seventy-odd companies licensed to 
transact a fire insurance business in the 
State of Florida have been approximatel 
formed, and while they are subject to muc 
possible change, they represent in a gen- 
eral way the probable losses of the com- 
panies. 

The total estimated losses of these forty- 
five companies aggregate $2,527,000, accord- 
ing to the most accurate figures forthcom- 
ing in insurance circles yesterday. The list 
follows:

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BIG UPWARD MOVEMENT 
IN THE STOCK MARKET 


A Remarkable Single-Day Advance 
in Northern Pacific. 


WILD SCENES ON THE FLOOR 


The Women Now Respond to the 
Spreading Fever of Speculation— 
Some “Easy” Profits. 


In some respects the stock market of yes- 
terday was the most remarkable of any 
that Wall Street has yet seen. Trading 
Was not on so extensive a scale as on re- 
cent “‘record’’ days, total transactions 
amounting to about 2,300,000 shares, which 
is considerably below the high figure; but 
what the market lacked in this respect it 
made up in others. 

Most stfiking of these was a remarkable 
advance of 23 points in Northern Pacific 
common stock, the greatest single-day rise 
that has yet been seen in the present bull 
movement and unequaled by any in recent 
years. Not, in fact, since the memorable 
advance in Lake Shore has the financial 
district been treated to any such spectacu- 
lar upward movement in a standard rail- 
way stock. Opening up at 114, as compared 
with the close on Saturday of 110, the stock 
sold up to 117, at which price it held for 
nearly an hour, apparently meeting many 
realizing sales and not a little short sell- 
ing. Then, these ceased, the security sud- 
denly shot up to 120, then to 123, and then, 
after some further hesitancy, to 133—these 
last 10 points being made fairly by leaps 
and bounds. 

This, however, was not the only sensation 


of the market. There were, in addition, 
many other important advances, includin 
a 15-point rise in Canadian Pacific and suc 
net gains as 2% in Atchison, 2% in Balti- 
more and Ohio, 8 in Chicago Terminal 
Transfer, 1% in Continental Tobacco, 2 in 
Lackawanna, 4% in Duluth, South Shore 
and Atlantic, 3 in Iowa Central preferred, 5 
in Minneapolis and St. Louis, 6 in Sault Ste. 
Marie, 2 in New Work Central, 6% in 
Pan Handle, 1% 1n Union Pacific, and man 
other gains of 1 point. On the other hand, 
not an important stock on the list showed 
a net decline of as much as a point. 


EXCITING SCENES ON THE FLOOR. 


As was the case practically all last week, 
there were some exciting scenes on the 
floor of the Exchange during the day, par- 
ticularly when the upward movement of 
Nerthern Pacific was in full swing. Fortu- 


nately, over Sunday the brokers had been 
able to obtain a much-needed rest, and 
when they came down for business yester- 
day. morning they showed little of the nerv- 
ousness and excitability which had so 
characterized their actions last week. Soon, 
however, under the continued strain put 
upon them, the same scenes as those of 
last week were being enacted. Messengers 
on the floor were rushing here, there, and 
everywhere se fresh orders or report- 
ing those already executed, the while the 
brokers, gathered about the sv ‘eral trading 
posts, were jostling one another and wildly 
shcuting their buying and selling orders. 

To the spectators in the Produce Ex- 
change gallery, some hundred feet away, it 
was a memorable sight. Immediately below 
were the Produce Exchange brokers doing 
some little business or wandering peace- 
fully about the great space. The only ex- 
citement, in fact. was in the corn and 
wheat pit, and that, at best, was tame. Be- 
yond, separated only by a thin partition 
some eight feet high, plainly seen by the 
spectators in the gallery, was a struggling 
mass of humanity in the little space al- 
loted to it on the main floor. This mass, 
now surging this way and now that, now 
with many arms a-waving and now with 
few, now: howling and shrieking as though 
a mob were let loose and now the voices 
moderating so that in the distance they 
sounded only lke the hum of many bees— 
this was the Stock Exchange, at work. By 
contrast the Produce Exchange was as a 
graveyard. 

As for the nature of the trading that 
went to keep these men so busy, it differed 
little from that of recent days. A tour of 
several of the leading commission houses, 
however, revealed the fact that the frenzy 
of speculation and the wonderful advances 
in prices have been altogether too alluring 
to the outside public longer to resist. Yes- 
terday there were many signs, many re- 
ports, that this public was coming more 
and more into the market. More, brokers 
reported that the craze had spread mightily 
to women, and that many orders had been 
received from women, rich and in only 
moderate circumstances’ alike — women, 
some of them, who would be the last in 
the world to be suspected of such a thing 
—asking that stocks be bought for them, It 
is a fact that a member of one leading 
firm alone received orders from four of his 
women acquaintances to make purchases 
for their account. Of these four, three 
had never “ played”’ the market before; 
knew not how either to buy or to sell. In- 
deed, two of the women left it to, the op- 
tion of the broker to buy ‘“‘ what he want- 
ed,’’ They would be satisfied whatever he 
bought—but buy he must. The two “ op- 
tional’’ orders were declined, the other 
two were executed. And this, it is declared, 
is but illustrative of what is going on all 
around. The speculative fever is on; where 
and when it will end nobody can know. 


THE TREMENDOUS BUSINESS. 


Several fresh evidences of the tremendous 
business that is being done were presented 
yesterday. One of these was in the em- 
ployment by a number of Stock Exchange 
houses of special officers who have been 


stationed at the ‘‘comparison’’ windows 
of these houses, where, throughout the 
day, messenger boys from other houses 
come to deliver and verify statements of 
transactions made on the floor, At some 
of the busier offices these boys at times 
have numbered so many that it has been 
found absolutely impossible to keep them 
in check. Several free fights have been 
reported, with windows smashed as a re- 
sult. And hence the employment of these 


_special officers to preserve order. 


Another evidence is in the move making 
by the Consolidated Stock Exchange offi- 
clals to find more room for their Clearing 
House business. As it is, the trading on 
that Exchange has so increased that the 

resent quarters and facilities are quite 
nadequate. Probably an extra room will 
be provided for this purpose on the gallery 
floor of the Exchange. In the Stock Ex- 
change Cheastng House the force of clerks 
has been considerably increased. 

As for the market itself, the opening 
rices were a fair indication of what might 
Be expected during the day, some of the 
initial figures showing very material gains 
over the close of Saturday. Northern Pa- 
cific, for instance, opened 500 shares at 
114, 'as compared with Saturday’s close of 
110; Rock Island opened at 16542, Saturday’s 
close, 164; Missouri Pacific at *‘ 8,000 shares 
from 114% to 116,’’ Saturday’s close being 
112%; St. Paul, ‘6,000 shares from 187 to 
188,”’ Saturday’s close, 184%: Atchison “* 15,- 
000 shares from 85 to 87,’’ Saturday's close 
82%; Southern Pacific, 54%, Saturday's 
close, 53%; Union Pacific, ‘10,000 
shares from 25 to 127,’ Saturday’s 
close, 122%; Pennsylvania, ‘6,000 share 
from 153 to 154,” Saturday's’ close, 
151%; United States Steel, ** 95,000 
shares from 53 to 58%,"’ Saturday’s close, 
52%; United States Steel preferred, ‘14,500 
shares from 101 to 100%,"’ Saturday’s close, 
100; Continental Tobacco, ‘4,600 shares 
from 52 to 53,”’ Saturday’s close, 495%. 

The Street, however, had been rather pre- 
pared for such advances, London having 
at the opening sent over prices showing 
substantial advances. Among the advances 
reported in_the London market were St. 
Paul, 4%; Union Pacific, 24%; Atchison, %;

v. was not unnatural under the circum- 
stances, these sharp advances tempted to 
not a little profit taking by purchasers who

anxious to convert their paper profits into 
actual, available cash. The result was that 
these realizing sales brought about more 
or less irregularity for the first hour. At 
that time the upward movement in North- 
ern Pacific, Canadian Pacific, Atchison, 
and some other specialties began in earnest, 
and soon the entire market was advanc- 
ing in sympathy. This rise was maintained 
until after noon, when an advance in the 
call money rate to 10 per cent. sent timid 
and weak holders scurrying to sell, fearful 
of another such decline as that of Friday. 
But none such came. Some irregularity 
and feverishness developed, which contin- 
ued until the market's close, but generally 
the undertone remained sound, and the 
buying which had made the market strong 
continued to the close. 


NORTHERN PACIFIC MOVEMENT. 


Of course, the movement in Northern Pa- 
cific was the overshadowing feature of the 
market. At one time the issue, as has 
been said, showed a gain of no fewer than 
23 points, while the close marked a net ad- 
vance of 17% points on dealings in 361,000 
shares. Of this total, one broker alone, 


E. L. Norton of Street & Norton, bought 
~00,000 shares, thus establishing a new 
record for the operations of a single firm 
in any one stock for a day. This is the 
same broker who some weeks ago distin- 
<pished himself by pans 150,000 shares of 

Jnited States Steel preferred in a single 
day—the, up to that time, record for a 
single stock by one broker. 

And yet the opening in Northern Pacific 
by no means gave indication of what was 
to follow. This opening, it is true, was 4 
points higher than Saturday’s close, at 114, 
but there was no “‘ wide”’ opening, no tre- 
mendous dealings, only 500 shares at first 
coming out. The next transaction, however 
was at 116%—an advance between sales o 
24% points. Then, for a time, the quotation 
held around 117, then it advanced to 120, 
where for a time it held, and then, by leaps 
and bounds, it went up to 133, only in a 
few minutes to decline several points, 
finally closing at 127%, 

Some idea of the transactions in the stock

From this it can readily be understood 
row one fortunate speculator who put in 
his order to sell stock he had bought earlier 
in the day—the tape at the time the selling 
order was put in marking about 130—ob- 
tained, because of the rapidity of the rise, 
132% for his stock. This, on 500 shares, 
represented an unexpected gain of $1,250. 

As for the reasons for the phenomenal 
activity and strength, none appeared, 
though there was a variety of rumors. One 
of these told that the preferred stock of 
the cureer is to be retired, while another 
had it that valuable rights are to be given 
to stockholders. Neither of these could be 
confirmed, James J. Hill and other officials 
of the road saying that they knew of no 
developments to warrant the advance. On 
the rise a large short interest covered at a 
considerable loss. 

As for the advances in other stocks they 
were unaccompanied by any specific news 
developments, though of rumors there were 
many. In respect to Canadian Pacific it is 
declared with some positiveness that Mr. 
Hill will enter the Directory of the com- 
pany and that important developments in 
the Northwestern railway situation are 
soon to appear. In this development both 
Duluth, South Shore and Atlantic and Min- 
neapolis, St. Paul and Sault Ste Marie are 
expected to be benefited, and hence their 
material rise. 

The further advance in Atchison was ac- 
companied by fresh reports of Pennsyl- 
vania buying for representation, while 
Standard Oil brokers were among the 
largest purchasers of St. Paul. 


SOME “EASY” PROFITS. 


Just at present Wall Street is filled with 
many interesting stories of ‘‘ big’’ profits 
and of ‘“‘easy” profits. Of the former 
much has been said; of the latter, little. 


But these latter are none the less interest- 
ing. For instance, yesterday one trader on 
the floor bought 1,500 shares of Northern 
Pacific at about 11 o’clock, paying $117 a 
share. Three hours later he closed it out at 
netting $19,500. Last week 
another trader bought 4,000 shares of Union 
Pacific in the morning and sold them out 
same afternoon ten points higher-—-a 
profit of $40,000. 

Still more interesting is the story of a 
recently elected member of the Exchange 
who mistook a selling order of 1,000 shares 
for a buying order, and bought instead. 
Two hours later he discovered his mistake, 
and much to his delight found that in the 
meantime the stock had gone up seven 
points. Accordingly he sold at the high 
tigure 2,000 shares, 1,000 for himself and 
1,000 for his customer, each being the bet- 
ter off, therefore, by about $7,000. 


FALSE BUSINESS VENTURES. 


Grand Jury Instructed by Judge Foster 
to Investigate Co-operative Pools 
and Syndicates. 


Judge Warren W. Foster, swearing in the 
May Grand Jury, in General Sessions yes- 
terday, directed that body's especial at- 
tention to the prevalence of “ get-rich- 
quick’’ syndicates, and other fraudulent 
co-operative pools, offering investments in 
oil wells, gold mines, and similar enter- 
prises. 

The Grand Jury’s power and authority to 
investigate these alleged business ventures, 


Judge Foster said, was unlimited, save only 
pete legal evidence could be acted upon by 
them, 

‘The great prosperity that our country is 
enjoying,” said he, ‘‘ and the mad struggle 
for gain that this engenders, sharpens -the 
wits of the unscrupulous, an daily 
launches new schemes for gain that are 
dishonest and direct violations of our laws. 

‘Co-operative pool or ‘ get-rich-quick’ 
syndicates, so-called, offering profits that 
put to shame the earnings of honest toil 

ave flourished and are flourishing to-day. 
The advertising columns of our daily press 
are loaded with their glittering bait. hey 
are conceived, in many instances, in in- 
iquity and succeed only in stealing the 
savings of the credulous and poor. 

“It is a reproach to our law that such 
exist, and have so long existed without let 
or hindrance or punishment. Every day 
the specious advertisements of many dis- 
honest oil syndicates and bogus mining 
companies and sellers of false tips or in- 
formation, based on false statements, are 
promising large rewards which can not and 
will not be paid. These advertisements se- 
cure large sums of money ‘for the advertis- 
ers from the confiding public, In many in- 
stances the money thus secured is simply 
stolen. 

‘“‘T bring this to your attention and to the 
attention of the District Attorney in the 
hope that you, with his aid, may make such 
investigation and may indict such guilty 
persons for an attempt at grand larceny as 
will abate this stench in the nostrils of the 
financial community.”

FATAL WRECK IN IOWA. 


Engineer Killed and Thirty Passengers 
Hurt in a Collision. 
OTTUMWA, Iowa, May 6.—Burlington 
Passenger Train No. 3 to-day, while pass- 
ing Thayer, a small town, eighteen miles 
east of Creston, struck an engine attached 
to a freight train which was endeavoring 
to get out of the way by backing on the 
side track, and was derailed, killing Engi- 
neer S. D. Brown of Burlington, and in- 
juring thirty persons. All but the two 
rear cars of the passenger train left the 


rails and rolled down a twenty-foot em- 
bankment. 

Thayer is situated in the bed of a dee 
ravine, through which the track is laid. 
A heavy train in order to make schedule 
time is compelled to use steam down one 
hill to reath the top of the other. Owing- 
to the fact that both tracks for a great dis- 
tance are heavily curved, neither engif@eer 
could see the other train until within 200 
feet of it. The engineer of the freight train 
heard the passenger train coming and made 
frantic endeavors to back the heavy train 
on the side track. He succeeded in getting 
all but his engine to a place of safety. 

On came the passenger train at the rate 
of seventy miles an hour. When within 
200_feet of the point of collision, Engineer 
Brown saw the Sanger, threw the air brake 
to the emergency notch, es the sand, 
and stuck to his engine in the grim endeav- 
or to save his passengers. The crew of the 
freight engine, making desperate efforts to 
avoid the impending catastrophe, staid with 
the engine until the last moment, when 
they jumped and saved themselves. The 
passenger engine was hurled down the 
twenty-foot embankment, followed by the 
baggage car, express car, day coach, and 
three chair cars. Some of the passengers 
received serious injuries. 


Break In the Erie Canal. 


ROCHESTER, May 6.—The first break 
in the Erie Canal occurred this morning 
at a point known as the Eastern Wide Wa- 


ters, situated just east of the city line. 
Water was being let into the canal, but at 
the Monroe Avenue lock it was being filled 
too rapidly, and as a result the canal over- 
flowed its banks, and tore away a portion 
of the embankment. A#basket factory was 
partly submerged and several hundred dol- 
lars’ worth of damage done. Cars on the 
Park Avenue line were delayed over an 
hour by the débris and _water on the 
tracks. The break was repaired soon after 
the flow of water was stopped. 


Light and Power Companies’ Merger. 

Stockholders of the New York and Elec- 
tric Light, Heat and Power Company will 
hold a meeting on the 20th inst. to consider 
the proposition to consolidate with the Ed.- 
ison @lectric Illuminating Compapy of 
New York. Stockholders of the latter com- 
pany will meet for the same purpose on the 
same date. Harrison E. Gawtry said last 
night: 

* Both companies are owned by the same 
interest, the Consolidated. At the meeting 
one company will be merged into the other. 
The title of the new company thus formed 
will be decided upon later. Officers will 
then be elected.”

TRANSPORT SERYICE 
TO CURA ENDS JUNE 30 


Steamship Companies Then Will 
Carry Army Supplies. 








Government to Close Contracts for This 
Work To-day—Transports to be Trans- 
ferred to the Manila Service. 





The United States Army Quartermas- 
ter’s Department, in this city, received or- 
ders from the War Department yesterday 
to close contracts with the four steamship 
companies ter from New York to the 
West Indies for the transfer of men and 
supplies to and from the United States 
military depots in Cuba and Porto Rico. 
This is one of the final steps in the aboli- 
tion of the Government transport service 
@éstablished between New York and the 
West Indies during the Spanish-American 
war. 

The order result of the report re- 
cently forwarded by Col. Amos Kimball, 
Depot Quartermaster, giving the bids of the 
companies concerned for the transportation 
of Uncle Sam's soldiers, horses, equipment, 
and forage, and, although the rates given 
in the bids are not made public, it is said 
that the Government can have this work 
done in this way at one-third less than by 
the transports. The four steamship com- 
panies whose bids have been accepted are 


is the 


the Ward Line, the Red D Line, the Mun- 
son Line, and the Porto Rico Steamship 
Company. The steamers of one or the other 


of these lines will touch at all the ports at 


Which the Government transports called, 
Mamely: Havana, San Juan, Matanzas, 
Nuevitas, Santiago, Manzanillo, and Gib- 
ara. 


Orders were also received by the Trans- 
portation Department at the Army Building 


to prepare for the closing of the depart- 
ment on June 30, the end of the fiscal 
year. This will mean the withdrawal from 


this port of five transports, and the trans- 
fer or. discharge of two army Quartermas- 
ters, Capt. A. M. Palmer and Major C, A. 
Devol, and about 700 men, and the aban- 
donment of the big Government pier at the 
foot of Pacific Street, Brooklyn. The last 
sailing of a transport from the pier will be 


that of the Sedgwick, which leaves on 
June 5. 
It has been known for some time that 


strong pressure was being brought to bear 
on the Government by the steamship com- 
RPenies to abandon the transport service to 
the West Indies on the gtound that it was 
not only depriving the private lines of 
freight business that legitimately belonged 
to them, but that the free carriage of a 
certain class of civilian passengers, such 
as army officers’ wives, civillan employes 
of the Government, &c., on the United 
States vessels was seriously affecting the 
passenger traffic of the lines. 


It is understood that these complaints 
were also carried to the Post Office De- 
partment, where it was represented that 


without the aid of the Government's trans- 


portation business the lines would be 
obliged to increase the yearly contract 
price for the carrying of the mails. ‘The 


companies said that even when Spain held 
Cuba and Porto Rico the American lines 
did a large business in the carrying of sup- 
plies to the Spanish troops, and that the 
American transports had taken this busi- 
ness away. 

At present there arg five transports con- 
nected with the New York West Indies 
service—the Sedgwick, McClellan, Rawlins, 
McPherson, and Crook. For the last four 
months, however, only the first three have 
been in active service, the Crook being laid 
up with useless boilers and the McPherson 
being on the beach at Matanzas. The three 
active vessels have been making on an 
average of one round trip a month each, 
ahd the cost of the service has been about 
$13,000 a month for each vessel. 

-It is admitted that, should any large body 

the 5,000 American ‘troops now in‘ the 

est Indies have to be brought back here 
at any. one time, the Government would 
lose heavily by its contract with the steam- 
ship companies, as the rates for men and 
horses are high. But a large part of the 
transport business now consists of subsist- 
ence and forage, for which the steamship 
companies make a low rate. 

Definite orders for the disposition of the 
five transports have not yet been received, 
but it is believed that all will be put on the 
Manila service after undergoing thorough 
repairs. The McClellan will probably _be 
reconverted into a refrigerator ship. The 
Rawlins, on account of her small size, may 
be used for interisland service in the Phil- 
ippines, while the others will ply between 
San Francisco and Manila. 

These additions will give the San Fran- 
cisco service a fleet of thirty-seven trans- 
ports, twenty-six of which are owned by 
the Government and eleven chartered. 


OBJECT TO THE CHANGE. 


Army Officers Say Abolition of the 
Transport Service Will Prove 
Costly to the Government.

WASHINGTON, May 6.—The orders of 
the War Department under which the 
transport service on the Atlantic, main- 


tained since the war with Spain, will be 
abandoned and the equipment transferred 
to the Pacific or disposed of, and the trans- 
portation of troops and supplies to and from 
Cuba and Porto Rico be provided by com- 
mercial lines under, contracts made by the 
Secretary of War, have caused the asser- 
tion to be made that the change of methods 
and means will result in greatly increased 


expense to the Government, some persons 
maintaining that the expense will be 
doubled. 

Gen. Ludington, Quartermaster General, 


promptly denied that the increased cost to 
the Government of transportation by the 
commercial lines would be double that now 
borne, or anything like double, under the 
new contract. The abandonment of the 
Government transport on the Atlantic had 
been decided upon, after careful consider- 
ation, and what were considered satisfac- 
tory terms for transporting troops and sup- 
piles had been accepted, which would result 
in the release of the fleet of vessels now 
in use. 

Gen. Bird, who has had immediate charge 
of the business of transportation, also de- 
clared that the increased cost due to sub- 
stituting commercial lines for Government 
vessels would not be anywhere rear double 
the expense incurred by maintenance of 
Government vessels, and that this had been 
shown by the figures printed at the time 
the contracts for transportation had been 


accepted. At that time the Quartermaster 
General had prepared u statement ‘about 
the relative expense of transportation by 


rivate and public vessels—commercial and 
yovernment lines—and that statement had 
been submitted to the Secretary of War. 


As the Secretary had not yet made that 
report public, Gen. Bird refused to give 
either its facts or conclusions. 

The Quartermaster General's Depart- 
ment has — greatly concerned about the 
abandonm®nt of the transport service on 


the Atlantic, and it is ascertained that the 
department is practically unanimous in the 
opinion that the change is inadvisable. If 
the information in possession of the Sec- 
retary touching the economy of the service 
on the Atlantic is as emphatically favor- 
able to the maintenance of Government 
vessels as that known about the transport 
fleet on the Pacific, thes;change about to 
be made will be in the opposite direction 
from an economical one. 

Under the commercial contracts it is ad- 
mitted that the cost of moving supplies and 
troops may be slightly less than it would 
be if the Government kept up its fleet. 
Leaving out the cost for ‘ extraordinary 
expenses,’’ which would include the meet- 
ing of such accidents as those to the Mc- 
Pieraon and the Rawlins, one wrecked in 
Cuba and the oter in Brooklyn, the cost 
for moving men and supplies was slightly 
lower by Government vessels than by com- 
mércial vessels. In the case of commercial 
vessels the risks and cost of accident are 
borne by the owners. 

But the added cost to the Government of 
the use of a fleet of its own, in the estima- 
tion of the officers of the service, should 
not be the only matter to be considered. 
Some of the advantages of Government ves- 
sels were mentioned by an officer of the 
service, 

** Government-transports,” he said, “ are 
better fitted up for the service than. com- 
mé@reial line vessels. At great expense, 
something like $20,000,000 for the Atlantic 
and Pacific fleets, the United States has 

ured a lot of transports that have ex- 
cited the envy and admiration of officers in 
various foreign armies, and tfoops that 
have used the Government vessels will dis- 
cover that they are not able to sleep, eat, 
or move about as comfortably on commer- 
cial vessels as they have done on Govern- 
ment transports. The sick will not begin 
to travel as comfortably. Then the com- 
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mercial vessels are run by their own sched- 
ules, and cannot be hurried ahead of the 
fixed time or detained after that time, par- 
ticularly if they are subsidized vessels, 
bound by contracts to perform certain serv- 
ice in order to earn subventions. 

* The lines running te Porto Rico cannot 
carry many men either way. Only to Cuba 
will it be possible to send large bodies of 
men in one ship on one trip. If the vessels 
running to Cuba are employed to forward 
troops or supplies toward Santiago or Porto 
Rico, the men and supplies must be trans- 
shipped at Havana. The Government will 
in a measure be at the mercy of the com- 
mercial lines, 

‘**Many officers of the Quartermaster’s 
service have been on duty in Cuba and 
Porto Rico. Not all of them are confident 
that all chance of trouble is over in Cuba. 
With disturbance in that tsland and the 
necessity for reoccupation in order to pre- 
serve the peace between Cuban parties, the 
need for vessels promptly and fully at 
command of the Government would be as 
great as it was when the war broke out, 
and when the cbject of the commercial ves- 
sels chartered to carry troops and supplies 
was to take care of the ship before oper- 
ating to make a military movement success- 
ful. 

“At Santiage much distress was caused 
by the putting out to sea of chartered 
transports whose Captains were chiefly 
voneerned whcn bad weather threatened, to 
save their insurance risks by avoiding dan- 
ger. Government control of those vessels 
would have kept the men and supplies close 


to the scene of operations until the mate- 
rial and men were ashore.” 

Another officer put his opposition to the 
abolition of the transport service ia this 
Witv: 

‘I think it is a mistake to abolish the 
fleet of American transports in order to 


turn the business now performed at reason- 
able cost by the Government over to lines 
chiefly run by foreigners, All the Govern- 
ment transports are officered and manned 
by American citizens. When supplies are 
needed they are bought in this country. 
All repairs are made here. Of course, the 
vessels all sail under the United States 
flag, while the commercial lines fly the 
flags of several nations. 

“The presumption is that the foreign- 
owned and foreignemanned ships of the 
commercial lines expend their earnings 
largely abroad. When our officers and 
mei travel by these foreign vessels they 
are subject to the control of the officers 
of these vessels, who are subject to the 
rules of the companies by which the com- 
mercial lines are owned. Our ships go 
where they are most needed; the contract 
lines go where their regular schedules per- 
mit them to go, and where they must go 
in order to win their subventions. In my 
opinion, the Government ~— to maintain 
its own transports, even if they cost a good 
deal more than the use of the commercial 
lines.”’ 

Secretary Root was not accessible to-day 
to an inquirer who desired to obtain some 
information about the relative cost of 
transports and commercial vessels on the 
Atlantic. \ 


NO CUBAN STATEMENT. 


Result of the Delegates’ Visit to Wash- 
ington Will Be Made Known by 
Convention’s Action.

WASHINGTON, May 6.—The announce- 
ment was made a few days ago that as 


soon as the Cuban Commission that visited 


Washington should reach Havana, a state- 
ment would be issued simultaneously from 
Havana and the War Department setting 
forth the results of the conference held 
here between the visiting Cubans and the 
President and Secretary of War. 

When Secretary Root was asked to-day 
whether such a statement was to be looked 
for, he manifested only amusement, and 
said that he had no intention of making a 
statement on the subject, ‘ simultaneous, 
synchronous, or isothernal.’’ The commis- 
sion, he added, came here to inform itself, 
for the Constitutional Convention, about 
the expectations of the American Govern- 
ment concerning the adoption by the Cu- 
bans of the Platt amendment. The Admin- 
istration had given the Commissioners all 
the information they sought, and that in- 
formation was to be communicated to the 
Constitutional Convention, The commis- 
sion was not supposed to have any authori- 
ty or desire to report to the press the con- 
clusions reached, but might be expected to 
make known the effect of the negotiations 
here through the action of the body that 
sent the visitors to the United States. 





CUBAN EDITOR USES PISTOL. 


Writes an Article About a Politician 
and Then Shoots Him. 
SANTIAGO DE CUBA, May 6.—Sefior 
Corona, editor. of the Cubano Libre, shot 
and slightly wounded Ricardo Miranda ‘in 

the theatre here to-night. 

The Cubano Libre had published a state- 
ment accusing Miranda and two compan- 
ions, who are all prominent Republicans, 
of indulging in drunken and disorderly con- 
duct the preVious night. The article called 
particular attention to the private char- 
acter of Miranda and his friends. Miranda, 
accompanied by his companions, called at 
Corona’s house during the day, but the 
latter refused to see them. They left a 
message that they would whip Corona on 
sight. 

To-night at the theatre Miranda entered 
Corona’s box and attempted to assault 
him with a cane. Corona quickly drew a 
revolver and shot Miranda above the ear, 


inflicting a painful, but not dangerous, 
wound. The attack is a result of a polit- 
ical feeling between the two Cuban fac- 


tions, and considerable excitement has been 
aroused. All the participants in the affair 
are in jail. 


MOVE AGAINST FILIPINO LEADER. 


Lukban Must Surrender or Fight—Good 
Health in the Army. 
MANILA, May 6.—The Island of Samar, 
one of the Visayan group, has been trans- 
ferred from the department commanded by 


Gen. Wade to that commanded by Gen. 
Hughes. Gen. Hughes has been ordered to 
Samar, and if he is unsuccessful in nego- 
tiating the surrender of the insurgent Gen. 
Lukban, the force of American troops in 
Samar will be largely increased and a vig- 
orous offensive campaign will be inaugu- 
rated. 

The report of Col. Charles R. Greenleaf, 
head of the Medical Department in the 
Philippines, which has just been forwarded 
to Washington, shows the percentage of 
sick among the troops in the islands to be 
only 5 2-3. This is less than the usual per- 
centage, which in the Philippines has for- 
merly been from 8 to 13. 

The commission is preparing amendments 
to the form of provincial government which 
are a direct result of their experiences dur- 
ing its recent visit to the provinces. 


MUNICIPAL GOVERNMENT IN MANILA 


Commission Is Met by Serious Prob- 
lem in Considering It.

WASHINGTON, May 6.—Two_ reasons 
have governed the Taft Commission in its 
decision to withhold municipal government 
from the City of Manila, while granting it 


to many smaller towns. The principal one 
is the complexity of the problem of mu- 
nicipal government in a large city, as com- 
pared with that in smaller ones, But an- 
other reason is that Manila is the hot bed 
of disloyalty and the least to be trusted of 
all the principal cities in the Philippines. 
The first reason has led the Taft Commis- 


sion to reserve the establishment of mu- 
nicipal government in Manila until the 
last. The easier and simpler problems 


have be«n met, and now the commission 
will consider the difficult problems of cre- 
ating a municipal government for a great 


city. In doing so, the second objection will 
have to be considered. It is admitted here 
that less reliance can be placed on the 
loyalty of Manila than on that of many 


towns and villages which have been actual- 
ly in armed revolt. Manila has been the 
headquarters of a large proportion of the 
conspiracies and insurrectionary projects.

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MEN OF THE MAINE 
SUING FOR DAMAGE 


Claims of Injured and Heirs of the 
Dead May Total $5,000,000. 








Suits for $20,000 and for $10,000 Al- 
ready Filed—Spanish Treaty Com- 
mission to Adjudicate. 





The Spanish Treaty Claims Commission, 
of which ex-Senator William E. Chandler 
is President, may have to adjudicate claims 
aggregating more than $5,000,000 which 
were not thought of at the time the Peace 
Convention at Paris was signed. ‘They will 
be filed, in all likelihood, on behalf of sur- 
viving seamen of the battleship Maine and 
by the next of kin of those seamen who 
lost their lives in Havana harbor on the 
evening of Feo. 15, 1898. 

Butler & Harwood, attorneys, of 145 
Broadway, yesterday filed papers in the 
cases of Harry McCann, United States sea- 
man, who demands $10,000 for injuries re- 
ceived, and Catherine Burns, whose son, a 
Corporal of marines, was killed. Mrs. 
Burns asks for $20,000. The lawyers say 
they represent many other claimants. 

There were 266 officers and men killed in 
the explosion and 100 escaped alive. All 
the latter were more or less injured. If the 
two claims filed in Washington yesterday 
be taken as a basis, it will be seen that the 
total Hability of Spain, assuming that Spain 
is liable under the law, or would have been 
had not the Government agreed to settle 
her debts of a public character with citi- 
zens of the United States, would be more 
than $5,000,000. 

“While I have no doubt,” said Mr. Har- 
wood to a reporter for THE NEW YORK 
TIMES yesterday, ‘that the course taken 
by our clients gill surprise the Court of 
Claims, my faith in the equity of the cause 
is unshaken.

since the beginning of the late insurrection 
in Cuba. * * * The United States will 
adjudicate and settle the claims of its citi- 
—_ against Spain relinquished in this ar- 
ticle.’ 

“The only thing we have to prove is 
that prior to the ratification of the treaty 
containing this article our citizens had 
valid claims against the Spanish crown for 
injuries suffered in Havana harbor on the 
night of Feb. 15." 

** Suppose it be held or even proved that 
the Spanish Government had nothing to do 


with the battleship’s destruction?’’ Mr.

MANHATTAN ICE COMPANY. 





A Petition in Involuntary Bankruptcy— 
The Claims of Customers—State- 
ments of Counsel. 

A petition in involuntary bankruptcy was 
filed yesterday against the Manhattan Ice 
Company, whose office was at 44 Broad- 
way, by the following persons: Henry and 
Charles Stern, as Stern Brothers, $300; 
Emanuel M. Yaretzky, $276, and Jacob 

Mendelowitz, $3,000. 

They claim that they had time contracts 
with the company for all the ice they 
needed at $2 per ton, which the company 
has failed to carry out. They demand the 
difference of $1 per ton between the con- 
tract price and the market price now, 
which is $3 per ton for the unexpired por- 
tion of the contracts. 

Stern Brothers’ contract was from Jan. 
1, 1901, to Jan. 1, 1903, for the ice to be de- 
livered at 900 Second Avenue and 739 Third 
Avenue, and they claim the difference on 
800 tons, They are butchers. Emanuel M. 
Yaretzky’s contract was from March 13, 
for two years, delivery at 688 Third Ave- 
nue, where he has a grocery store, and he 
claims difference on 276 tons. Jacob Men- 


delowitz’s contract was from Jan. 1, 1901, 
to Jan. 1, 1906, for delivery at 664 Third 
Avenue, 144 East Forty-second Street, and 


2i8 Avenue B, and he claims difference on 
3,000 tons. He is a confectioner. 

It was alleged that the company is in- 
solvent, and on April 11 permitted. the Erie 
Railroad Company, a creditor, to obtain a 
preference by attachment, under which a 
portion of the ice company’s property was 


sold by the Sheriff. A receiver was ap- 
pointed for the company on April 22. 
Moritz Frank, counsel for the petition- 
ers, when seen last evening at his. resi- 
dence, 666 Third Avenue, said: 

“The Manhattan Ice Company was or- 
ganized in New Jersey last year, about 


June, and it solicited subscriptions to stock 
from tradespeople who used quantities of 
ice, offering as an inducement that if they 
would take stock they would be supplied 
with ice, under a two or a five year con- 
tract, at $2 a ton. ’ 

“They got about 2,000 people to-~take 
stock and obtained $110,000 from these peo- 
ple in payments for stock. They were 
mostly butchers, milkmen, ice cream deal- 
ers, and keepers of delicatessen stores. 
Most of them too&$50 worth of stock, and 
they all received with their certificates of 
stock contracts binding the Manhattan Ice 
Company to furnish all the ice they needed 
at $2 a ton, the contract going into effect 
on Jan. 1, 1901, and being for two years 
from that date, and in some cases, where 
more stock had been purchased, for five 
years. 

‘The deliveries under these contracts 
began in January, but ceased about the 
middle of April, and the stockholders, find- 
ing it impossible to get supplies of ice 
from the company since that date, had to 
buy from other dealers and pay $3 a ton. 

“On April 11 the company allowed the 
Erie Railroad to secure a preference, and 
then James Jackson, the President of the 
Manhattan Ice Company, began proceed- 
ings as a creditor in the Court of Chan- 
cery of New Jersey and the Supreme Court 
of New York, for the dissolution of the 
company, and he had Tompkins C. Delavan 
of 20 Broad Street appointed receiver. * Mr. 
Jackson has an office at the same num- 
ber. 

‘The only other officer of the company 
is Henry M. Thompson, Secretary and 
Treasurer,”

THE LEGISLATURE’S HAND 
IN CITY EXPENDITURES 


Over $81,300,000 of Appropria- 
tions for 1901 Are Mandatory. 


Mr. Coler Says It Is Impossible for Mu- 
nicipal Authorities to Reduce Ex- 
penses $2,000,000 a Year. 


There was issued from the Finance De- 
partment yesterday a comparative state- 
ment of the cost of the City Government 
for 1901, showing that mandatory ana prac- 
tically mandatory acts of the Legislature 
forced the city officials to spend $81,877,125 
ot the $98,100,418 appropriated in the an- 
nual budget for this year. The statement 
shows that 88 per cent. of the expenditures 
for the Municipal Government must be 
paid out to comply with acts of the Legis- 
lature. Controller Coler said: 

‘‘People are continually saying that the 
Board of Estimate, if the officials wished, 
could cut down the salary list of the city 
25,000,000 a year. Such statements are 
absurd. The tabulated statement which I 
have made up shows that it would be im- 
possible to cut down the cost of New York’s 
Government $2,000,000 a year, because of 
the mandatory acts of the Legislature. 

‘The figures show that 85 per cent. of the 
entire salary list of the city has to be 
spent each year to comply with acts of the 
Legislature. In the time of Mayor Grace 
the city officlals had much more power 
than they have now. Then only 40 per 
cent. of the budget was mandatory, and 
now 83 per cent. is mngndatory. The figures 
have been given out for public information, 
so that taxpayers may be informed of the 
condition of affairs. When Mayor Van 
‘Wyck sald that 83 per cent. of the annual 
budget was mandatory I think he was a 
little conseryative.”’ y 

The figures prepared by Controller Coler 3 
experts cover all the departments, The 
record shows that $15,049,666 is spent by the 
Board of Education to comply with State 
laws. In the Police Department the city is 
forced to pay $10,661,920, and no act of the 
members of the Board of Estimate could 
cut down these figures. The Fire Depart- 
ment mandatory acts amount to $3,850,115. 

The total amount which must be spent on 
the city departments amounts to $31,- 
545,635. 

The salaries of the county officers _and 
the judiciary of Manhattan are fixed by 
legislative enactment and amount to $1,277,- 
&00. The sum of $632,036 must be spent for 
the salaries of Kings County officials and 
the judiciary of the Second Division. 5 

Among the items which the Controller’s 
experts place in the “practically man- 

atory ” list is the compensation for wages 
of mechanics, workingmen, and laborers, 
$7,000,000. The uniformed force of the 
Street Cleaning Department, which cost 
$3,357,000, is also fixed by State laws. The 
salaries of janitors of public schools, 
amounting to $700,740, are also fixed by 
Jaw, and also $72,800, paid to Medical 
School Inspectors. 

Among the mandatory items other than 
salaries the record shows that $12,100,206 
must be paid out for interest on the city 
debt and $10,332,178 for the redemption of 
the city debt and installments. Among the 
miscellaneous sums which New York City 
must spend to comply with State laws are 
the following: 

Care of Grant’s Tomb, $5,000; care of the 

oor adult blind, $46,750; clothing for the 
ane, $9,000? donations to Grand Army 
veterans, $20,500; cost of Bureau of Elec- 
tions, $298,040: publication of The _ City 
Record, $190,000; advertising, $75,000; ad- 
vertising in Borough of Bfooklyn, $100,000; 
fund for street and park openings, $1,184,- 
558. 

The County of New York is compelled to 

ay $5,315,185 in State taxes, and also $1,- 
Ro? 244 for State taxes for the County of 
Kings, $285,984 in State taxes for Queens 
County, and $111,627 for Richmond County. 

The amount of salaries paid to officials 
under mandatory acts of the Legislature 
foots up $33,558,608, and salaries. prac- 
ically mandatory amount to $11,221,160, or 
a total of salaries fixed by law of $44,779,- 
767. The amount of the salaries and 
wages, &c., fixed in the budget for 1901 
totaled $52,545,301.

BOY ROBBERS’ DARING COUP. 


Two Hoboken Youths Escape from a 
Reform School and Loot an 
Athletic Club. , 

James Delaney, seventeen years old, of 
814 Garden Street, Hoboken, and Patrick 
Cannon, sixteen years old, of 411 Jackson 
Street, were sent to the Reform School 
some time ago. They escaped on Friday 
and celebrated their return to Hoboken by 
one of the boldest robberies on record. 

They hired a truckman on the street, tell- 
ing him they desired to move some furni- 
ture. With him they drove to the rooms of 
the Sullivan Athletic Club, at 112 Willow 
Avenue. While one kept the truckman 
engaged in conversation on the sidewalk 
the other picked the lock of the clubroom 
door. Then they boldly carried out the fur-

SMALLPOX STILL SPREADING.

Antonio Schultz, twenty-four years old, of 240 
East Bighty-seventh Street; Frank McDonald, 
twenty-two years old, of 402 East One Hundred 
and Twenty-fifth Street; Kate Fuel, fifty-two 
years old, of 321 East Seventy-second Street; 
Frank Mulvely, twenty-five years old, of 1,615 
Park Avenue; Bernard Ponchi, no age, of 240 
West Thirty-fifth Street; Sarah Atchison, forty- 
seven years old, of 223 West Twenty-first Street; 
Dominicio Columbo, no age, taken from a bak- 
ery shop in the rear of 806 East One Hundred 
and Fifteenth Street. 

The Board of Health officers are kept 
constantly busy attending to new cases of 
smallpox in the city. Cases are reported 
faster than they can be attended to. 

In addition to the cases taken from the 
steamships Werra and Uncango on Sunday, 
a man was found to be suffering from 
smallpox on the Vincenzo Florio, which ar- 
rived yesterday. He was removed to North 
Brother Island. 

There were about 600 detained passen- 
gers on Hoffman Island yesterday morn- 
ing, and more were transferred thither 
during the day. 

It is estimated that something like 40,000 
Italian immigrants, attracted to this coun- 
try by agents that promise them work, are 
dué to arrive this month and the early part 
of next, and it may be that Dr. Doty, 
Health Officer of the port, will have to 
erect tents on Hoffman Island before the 
rush is over. 


Black Smalipox in New Jersey. 
There are two cases of hemorrhagic 
smallpox in the Hudson County (N. J.) pest 
house, at Snake Hill. They are the first 


cases of the serious phase of thé disease to 
occur in Hudson County this year. One of 
the serious cases is from Hoboken and the 
other from Union Hill. There are twenty- 
four other casés in the pest house, but all 
are the ordinary type. 


LAWYER LECTURED BY JUDGE. 


W. S. Katzenstein Ordered to Pay Back 
$425 Overcharged to a Client. 


In the Supreme Court yesterday Justice 
O’Gorman wrote the following decision in 
regerd to a lawyer named William 8S. Katz- 
enstein, which was posted in the Clerk’s 
office of Part I., Special term: - 

“In re Howard—Seventy-five dollars 
would be a very liberal compensation for 
the services rendered by the respondent, 
and the attempt to extort $500 from his 
client, an inexperienced woman, unfamiliar 
with legal matters, will not be permitted by 
the Court. The respondent evidently has 
not yet learned that an attorney's first 
duty is fidelity to his client, and a repeti- 
tion of the conduct complained of may in- 
volve him in more serious consequences. 
An order may be entered requiring the im- 
mediate return of $423 to the petitioner.’’ 

The circumstances which led up to this 
decision are told in the legal papers which 
are filed in the case. It appears that Will- 
iam Howard, who was a policeman, and 
lived at 201 West Fifty-third Street, be- 
came ill during the Winter. His wife want- 
ei him to execute a will, and this he 
agreed to do. Katzenstein was recom- 
mended, and on Feb. 1 he drew the will. 

Howard died on Feb. 7, and a few days 
after his death Mrs. Howard was urged by 
Katzenstein to have the will probated. 
There was no opposition to the probate, 
and in due course the will was admitted. 
At that time there was in the Emigrant In- 
dustrial Savings Bank the sttm of $3,262.50 
to the credit of Mr. Howard, and Katzen- 
stein persuaded the woman that she ought 
to draw out all but $2,000. He went to the 
bank with her, and when the teller handed 
her a thousand-dollar bill as part of the 
money Katzenstein took it and said he 
would get it changed. Mrs. Howard went 
back to his office, and there he made out a 
receipt, which Mrs. Howard signed, set- 
ting forth that she had received from him 
$1,262.50, less $500 which had been paid him 
or legal services. 

It was some time after this that friends 
told Mrs. Howard that the lawyer had 
charged her too much for his services. She 
then retained another lawyer, and the facts 
were laid before Justice O’Gorman, with 
the result that Katzenstein was ordered to 
show cause why he should not pay back 
the fee. In his answer he filed an affidavit 
composed Of many pages, in which he said 
that he had very hard work and that he 
had been compelled to visit all the banks in 
neon and nearly all the banks in 
Brobklyn in order to trace Howard's 
money, and that he thought the_ fee 
charged was only reasonable Mrs. How- 
ard denied that Katzenstein did any ex- 
traordinary work in drawing the will or 
searching for her husband’s bank deposits. 

It was after examining all the papers in 
the case that Justice O’Gorman. gave his 
decision. As soon as the order is presented 
to the Justice for signature Mr. Katzen- 
stein will have to pay over the money to 
Mrs. Howard or be adjudged in contempt 
of court. 


THE EASTMAN MURDER TRIAL. 


Defense Tries to Show No lil-Feeling 
Existed Between Defendant 
and Grogan. * 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., May 6.—This, the 
thirteenth day of the.Eastman murder 
trial, was spent by the defense in piling up 
additional evidence to support the conten- 
tion that relations between the defendant 
and the victim of the shooting, Richard H. 
Jr., were at all times pleasant. 
No mention was made of rim-fire or cen- 


tre-fire bullets or revolvers. The incidents 
of the fatal day were scarcely touched 
upon. 

The evidence was to the effect that the 
families weve at all times friendly; that 
the two men enjoyed many athletic sports, 
boxed, jumped, and played ball and fre- 
quently indulged in checkers together. But 
the sport which mostly took their fancy 
was shooting at a » 

James R. May, employed in the lens fac- 
tory, said that he had frequently seen the 
two men practising with revolvers in the 
yard and in the factory. ‘ 

George W. Clark, who lived in the south 
part of the. Grogan house, said that he 
participated in target shooting with East- 
man and Grogan on July 4, 1899, just a 
year before the tragedy. The two weap- 
ons which figured in the tragedy were 
used at that time. 

Mrs. Caroline Eastman, the wife of the 
accused, was on the stand at adjourn- 
ment. She told of her marriage with East- 
man, her life in Germany, and the period 
up to six months before the shooting. She 
also said that the relations between the 
two men were cordial, and she never re- 
membered a time when they did not speak. 


CENSUS MEN INDICTED.

Four Enumerators In Maryland Charged 
with Making False Returns. 


BALTIMORBD, May 6.—The United States 
Grand Jury to-day returned indictments 
against Stephen A. Abell, numerator for 
the eastern half of the Leonardtown dis- 
trict of St. Mary’s County, against Daniel 
J. Bowles, enumerator for the western half 
of the same district; against Charles H. 
Guyther, enumerator for the Valley Lee 
and St. George’s Island districts of the 
same county; against Philip T. Graves 
enumerator for the Hillville districts, and 
against Joseph H. Ching, a lawyer at 
Leonardtown, a member of the Republican 
State Central Committee. 

The indictments are probably the most 
voluminous ever returned to the United 
States Court here. They ara printed and 
bound in book form, and there are nine of 
them. Upon analysis, however, they re; 
solve themselves into simple elements. 
There are four indictments—one ainst 
each of the enumerators_separately—for 
making fictitious returns. The one against 
Abell contains 894 counts; against Bowles¢ 
199; against Guyther, 198, and against 
Graves, 59. 

The nine indictments together weigh over 
forty-eight pounds. the conspiracy indict- 
ments alone weighing fourteen pounds. It 
is estimated that the whole number of 
words exceeds 1,500,000. 

The cases against the five men have been 
set for trial on May 27.

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DR. KENNEDY’S THIRD TRIAL. 


Work of Selecting the Jury Judge 
Newburger May Admit Hand- 
writing Evidence. 


For the third time, Dr. Samuel J. Ken- 
nedy of New Dorp, Staten Island, was 
called to the bar in Judge Newburger’s 
court in General Sessions yesterday to de- 
fend himself of the charge of having mur- 
dered Emeline C. Reynolds in the Grand 
Hotel three years ago. 

Mrs. Kennedy occupied a seat beside her 
accused husband. She was early on hand, 
and greeted her husband affectionately. 

Dr. Kennedy was, as usual, faultlessly 
attired when he entered the courtroom, and 
his face had a more healthy glow than at 
his former arraignments. Previously he 
had been prosecuted by ex-Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorneys McIntyre and Hennessy. 
Yesterday the accused dentist faced as his 
presecujur Assistant District Attorney 
James W. Osborne, who successfully prose- 
cuted Roland B, Molineux for the murder 
of Mrs. Kate J. Adams. Moore & Cantweli 
looked after the accused man's interests. 

The day was occupied in examining the 
talesmen of the special panel of 100, drawn 
for the trial, Twenty-nine were examined, 
five being accepted as jurors, The State 
peremptorily challenged three and the de- 
tense seven. The foreman accepted was 
Joseph E. Aue, a draughtsman, of the 
Bronx. The other jurors were William 
Proudman, lumberman, 227 West One Hun- 
dred and Thirtieth’ Street; Benjamin J. 
Shafer, salesman, 561 Greenwich Street; 
residence, 543 Manhattan Avenue; John M. 
Thompson, real estate broker, 149 Broad- 
wars residence, 118 West Seventieth Street, 
and John H. McDonald, 76 West Ninety- 
fourth Street. 

Judge Newburger during the course of 
this trial will be called upon to pass on the 
admissibility in evidence of the thirteen- 
housand-dollar check and indorsement of 
“S$. J. Kennedy "’ found on the body of the 
dead girl, and upon other disputed hand- 
writings, which Justice Fursman in the 
second trial refused to admit, on the 
ground that the genuineness of the signa- 
ture of the accused man was not the sub- 
ect at issue. It is understood that Judge 
Yewburger will admit the check and other 
specimens of Dr. Kennedy's disputed and 
admitted handwriting. 

The trial will continue at 10:80 to-day.

VALET JONES STARVING |: 


Chief Witness in Rice Murder Case 
Refuses to Eat. 


fg Pronounced a Very Sick Man, and 
May Be Removed to Some Pri- 


vate Institution. 


Refusing to touch a mouthful of food, 


Valet Charles F. Jones, the self-confessed 
murderer of Millionaire William Marsh 
Rice, and who once before attempted to 
kill himself mm the Tombs by cutting his 
throat, is slowly starving to death in the 
House of Detention. ° 

Jones is the State’s principal witness 
against Albert T. Patrick, now uuder in- 
dictment for murder in the first degree. 
Jones, it will be remembered, at Patrick’s 
preliminary hearing, told in a dramatic 
manner of Millionaire Rice’s murder. He 
relatei without a quiver how he, at Pat- 
rick’s instigation, had, as he alleged, fed 
the old Texan mercury and other medi- 
cines, and then as life was waning had held 
& towel saturated with chloroform over his 
face until he died. 

This was the third confession of Jones. 
After making a previous statement accus- 
ing Patrick he thrust a penknife deep into 
his throat. The knife, he swore, was given 
him by Patrick, who hesclaimed had also 
agreed to commit suicide. 

For five days Jones has eaten no food. 
Nothing but vichy and milk has passed his 
lips. Yesterday the House of Detention 
authorities telephoned the District Attor- 
néy’s ofice that Jones was starving him- 
self to death. Assistant District Attorney 
Osborne was busy with the Kennedy case, 
and Deputy Assistant Garvan started out 
ta investigate. 

It had been feared that the environment 
of the Tombs would prey upon Jones, and 
extraordinary means had been exerted to 
keep the valet in good spirits. Of late, 
however, he had grown despondent and has 
brooded much over his crime. es 

Mr. Garvan immediately upon arriving 
yesterday afternoon talked earnestly with 
the valet. Jones told him that his stomach 
wa. out of order and that he couldn't eat. 
The Deputy Assistant remained with him 
for some time, and left him more cheerful. 
In the evening he returned and had a long- 
er talk with him. 

With Mr. Garvin were George Gordon 
Battle, Jones's counsel, and Coroner's 
Physician Hamilton Williams. Dr. Will- 
iams examined Jones thoroughly, but would 
express no opinion as to his condition, c 
ing to the fact that Police Surgeon Vos- 
burgh has the patient in charge and has 
been treating him for the last week. 

Mr. Garvin said that there was no doubt 
about Jones being a very sick man, and 
that it would be necessary to remove him 
to, seme institution at once. He stated that 
the District Attorney was not required to 
keep him in Bellevue, or in some city in- 
stitution, but that he might place him in 
any private institution. He rather inclined 
to the belief that he would be placed in 
private care. He said Jones would not be 
removed during the night, or until Dr. Vas- 
burgh can be consulted in the matter. Mr. 
Battle, Mr. Garvin, and Mr. Osborne all 
stated that in the event of Jones’s death 
they would be able to use the stenographic 
report of his testimony given at the Patrick 
hearings. 


UNDERGROUND ROAD PROTEST. 


Rapid Transit Commissioners Make 
Light of Threatened Injunc- 
tion Proceedings. 

A reporter for THE New YORK TIMES 
yesterday obtained a copy of the protest 
which is made the basis of the application 
to be made to the courts for an injunction 
against the building of the underground 
railroad and tunnel, by lawyers for the 
Central Railroad Tunnel Company. Ed- 
ward M. Shepard, counsel for the Rapid 


Transit Commissioners, when shown the 
protest, said that the tunnel company had 
no right to the exclusive use of any street, 
and there- was no fear of work on ‘the 
underground ‘road _ being sthpped by reason 
of the threatened action of the Central 
Tunnel Company, and the Rapid Transit 
Underground Railroad Company. 

Mr. Shepard said: ‘‘ The franchise which 
this company obtained in 1880 gave them 
the right to build, if they applied to the 
General Term of the Supreme Court for the 
rights. This company never did apply for 
the right to build. They claim they have 
exclusive rights to the streets named in 
their protest. I have examined the law, 
and find’ that the word ‘exclusive’ or a 
substitute for the word does not appear in 
the act. My opinion is that they have no 

s of any kind to any street in New 
York.”’ 


The Rapid Transit Commissioners do not 
view seriously the protest of the Central 
Tunnel Railroad Company. The protest 
sets up the right of the company to build 
an underground road in New York, and a 
tunnel under the East River to Brooklyn. 
They claim that by the construction of the 
underground road in Manhattan and the 
Bronx the Central Tunnel Company has 
been damaged in rights to the amount of 
$5,000,000. A protest is also made against 
the building of a railroad in Central Park 
as in violation of a statutory prohibition. 


ITALIAN SUITOR’S TROUBLES. 


Arrested as a Count, but Denies that He 
Ever Claimed the Title. 

The attentions of Vincenzo Teresi, recent- 
ly of Italy, to the attractive daughter of E. 
P. Wright, traveling agent for the Ameri- 
ean Steel and Wire Company of 44 East 
Twenty-first Street, brought him into the 
Jefferson Market Police Court yesterday 
afternoon. Mr. Wright says Teresi is a 
count, but the latter denies that he pes- 
sesses any such title. The plaintiff also 
declared that once he found the count, who 


staid at..the same hotel on Twenty-first 
Street, standing in the hall after his family 
had retired, trying the door of the girl's 
room. Then he thrashed him until, he said, 
he begged for mercy and kissed his feet 
and hands. The Count promised to leave for 
Italy at once, but did not go. 

In proof of his story, Mr. Wright showed 
a sear where he said he had broken one 
of the bones of his own hand in pummel- 
ing the Count. They had succeeded in 
keeping the couple apart, he said, until a 
few days ago, when the girl went to a 
drug store, and they saw the Count follow. 
Then he applied for the summons. 

Magistrate Cornell reminded Mr. Wright 
that he had once taken the law into his own 
hands and that the Count had since done 
nothing on which he could be held, and 
dismissed the case. . 

Teresi denied al! the statements made by 
Mr. Wright. ‘I am not a Count and never 
represented myself as such,” he said. “* My 
father and uncle are large lemon growers 
in Sicily. I am their American representa- 
tive. I proposed to marry the young wo- 
man in good faith. On the night that Mr. 
Wright says he quarreled with me, I did 
not tamper with the lock on the door of his 
daughter's room. I was merely slipping a 
letter to the young lady under the door, 
Wright did not beat me. In fact it was I 
who seized him.”’

WASHINGTON, May 6.—Commander B.

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RACING AT MORRIS PARK 


Great Crowd Out to See Ordinary 
Sport at Westchester. 


JOHN DALY’S BIG WINNING 


Roehampton and Katherina Crossed the 
Line First in Closely Contested 
Head Finishes. 


The most amazing feature of the racing 
at the Morris Park track yesterday was 
the attendance. Clubhouse, grand stand, 
and field were crowded to the point of dis- 
comfort for individuals, and that, too, in 
spite of the fact that the programme of- 
fered was the most thoroughly common- 
place that was ever run off at the great 
Westchester course. The attraction cer- 
tainly was not the racing, which was made 
up of purses for horses of the cheaper class, 
but whether drawn by the weather or the 
Winter-long hunger for a renewal of turf 
sport, a crowd of about 8,000: people as- 
sembled. 

One happening of the day, in connection 
with the running of the second event, won 
by the filly Leonora Loring, was that the 
occupants of a single box took out of the 
betting ring about $50,000 on the winner's 
success. The man who profited most was 
John Daly of the turf firm of Gideon & 
Daly, owners of the Holmdel Stud, who 
admitted that he had won $40,000. L. M. 
Myers, owner of the winner, who was one 
of his companions, won $7,000 on the same 
race, and other holders of seats in the Daly 


box made profits enough to raise the total 
to more than $50,000. The report of this 
coup and other similar stories kept the 
crowd amused, and interest in the sport re- 
mained keenly on edge to the last event, 
which withdrawals reduced to a field of 
three horses. The race in which the ring 
suffered was a half mile for maidens two 
years old, and had eight starters, all of 
whom were backed. Leonora Loring was 
the first away, and raced in front through- 
out, Winning, ridden out, by a length and a 
half from Gold Seeker, who beat Tenagra 
five lengths for second place.

RAPID ADVANCE IN POLO.

These are the chief 
trophies of the event, and will bring out 
four teams, composed of some of the best 
material in this city and Philadelphia. 
Bryn Mawr and Rockaway will meet in 
the first encounter t6-day, and to-morrow 
Lakewood and the Lakewood Freebooters 
will oppose each other. The winners will 
play the final match on Saturday. The 
game of the week promises to be that of 
Wednesday, as each of the Lakewood teams 
is handicapped at the high mark of twenty- 
three goals, Lawrence Waterbury and 
Benjamin Nicoll being the heavy men on 
the Lakewood team, while John E. Cowdin 
will be the high handicap man for the 
Freebooters. The Bryn Mawr quartet is 
the most evenly balance of the lot, and if 
this team wins the first contest the final 
match will be interesting, as showing the 
success of an evenly handicapped team 
against one having one or two stars, with 
the others fairly low men. 

Several interesting changes appear in the 
revised handicap list. They will go into 
effect with the tournament of the West- 
chester Country Club, which opens on May 
15. In the transfer of club membership, the 
most marked change is noticeable in the 
Lakewood Polo Club. From eleven players 
last year, the club now numbers fifteen, 
and the four additions are all big men in 
the game—Lawrence Waterbury, J. M. 
Waterbury, Jr., John E. Cowdin, and Ben- 
jamin Nicoll. These four make:a team 
that few clubs can meet on even terms, 
and the inference seems to be celar that it 
is George Gould’s ambitton to get a cham- 
ionship team which can enter the lead- 
ng events of the year. The two Water- 
bury boys have been drawn from the West- 
chester Country Club, Cowdin comes from 
Rockaway, and Nicoll from Meadow Brook. 
These members may play for their orig- 
inal clubs in some of the year’s events, but 
their names no longer appear in their old 
club lists. 

Last year Lakewood was only able to 
enter the minor events, but George Gould 
intends to make a big bid for larger polo 
honors this season, and the success which 
has attended his polo enthusiasm of the 
last two seasons is already commented 
upon as one of the chief features of the 
present year, 

Lawrence Waterbury has been reduced 
by the handicappers from 10 to 9. The 
reason does not lie in the fact that he is 
playing any poorer than last year, but be- 
cause his team seemed overhandicapped 
in comparison with others, and Waterbury 
could stand the reduction better than any 
other member.

Another interesting fact about the Lake- 
wood Club lies in the improvement in its 
younger players, as illustrated by the 
handicap changes. George Gould’s two 
sons, Kingdon and Jay Gould, who had no 
os. last year, are now found with 2, 
and they are the youngest polo players in 
the country to be given an official rating 
in any club. They are younger than the 
Rockaway boys who have been prominent 
in juvenile contests for two years. Ray-

Since the election of last year the 
Democratic leaders of the South as well 
as those of the North have been watch- 
ing with keen interest the tendencies of 
public opinion in that section. They 
have been forced to admit that the di- 
viding line between the two National 
parties has become perceptibly less dis- 
tinct. On both the issues which Mr.

which comes to us from the Shanghai 
correspondent of The London Times. It 


is a most significant suggestion 


is that Manchuria, instead of being shut 
up to the exclusive exploitation of Rus- 
sia, should be opened on equal terms to 
the industrial enterprise of all nations. 
We do not attach much importance to 
the mild ‘“ dementi” 
also from London. For one reason, the 
original version is semi-officially con- 
firmed from Washington. For another, 
the original version was corroborated by 
details that were of the highest intrinsic 
probability. One of the details was the 
statement that Great Britain had heart- 
ily followed the lead of Japan in approv- 
ing the proposition. Another was that 
the United States, assenting in principle, 
had urged that the principle be extended 
to ell China. As for the addition that 
Russia was expected to object anybody 
might have said that. Russia is not yet 
in the industrial competition with this 
country, with Great Britain, or with Ger- 
many. Russia might well be expected to 
object to a competition in which she 
could not take better than fourth place. 

Our own position is that which we have 
occupied from the first of the troubles in 
China. It is in itself most enlightened. 
The fact that we have brought it for- 
ward is not free from contradictions and 
incompatibilities. But we are learning 
something. Our instruction was greatly 
sharpened by the discovery that we had 
passed Great Britain as an exporting na- 
tion. It is perfectly fair for The London 
Times to gird at the speech in which the 
President recognized the change and to 
suggest that the Cobden Club might 
make a “document” out of the remarks 
of the author of the McKinley bill. But, 
however much we may have had occasion 
to recant, it cannot be denied that we 
have proved our new faith by eur works. 
We have been acting in China for the 
last nine months as the apostle of Free 
Trade. Thereby we have, as The Bven- 
ing Post in a striking statement of the 
case which we reprint elsewhere puts it, 
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been assuming and vindicating ‘‘ Ameri- 
can Leadership in China.” And also, as 
we all know, we have been conciliating 
the good-will of the most enlightened 
Chinamen. It is long, as these events 
have gone, since we announced our will- 
ingness to take our indemnity from China 
in the form of increased commercial 
privileges instead of in cash. And the 
commercial nations have been swinging 
round to our opinion. And we have 
proved our faith by our works. We have 
steadily and from the first refused to 
make war on China. We confined our 
military efforts to the rescue of imper- 
iled American citizens and representa- 
tives, and we rescued them. When our 
object had been secured we withdrew 
our force. And when, two days ago, they 
evacuated the country because their war- 
fare was accomplished they were attend- 
ed by the thanks of their own General, 
the congratulations of Great Britain, 
and, we have reason to believe, by the 
good-will of industrious, intelligent, and 
well-meaning Chinamen. 

This is a triumph “ not less renowned 
than war.” It is true enough that our 
position is rather queer, for us. But the 
intrinsical soundness of it may overlay 
that defect. LowrLuL a whole generation 
ago apostrophized his country as 
She of the open soul and open door,

THE TEXAS OIL BOOM. 

Southeastern Texas is now passing 
through one of those paroxysms of spec- 
ulative excitement which for a time turn 
the heads of the most conservative. The 
opening of the oil field near Beaumont 
has created a ‘‘boom” of gigantic prepor- 
tions. People are flocking thither from all 
directions to see the wonderful Lucas 
““gusher ” and speculate in oil stocks. So 
great is the multitude attracted by the 
promise of quick wealth that it can nei- 
ther be lodged nor fed, and even the 
sidewalks are said not to be wide enough 
to accommodate the crowds which con- 
gest them day and night. Within three 
months as many as two hundred oil 
companies have been formed, which have 
an aggregate capitalization of something 
over $50,000,000. Of these it is stated 
that probably not more than twenty-five 
are likely ever to engage in oil produc- 
tion. Few of them are believed to be de- 
liberate swindles. In most cases the ad- 
venturers who have organized them ex- 
pect to ‘“‘ win out ’’ and make money for 
themselves and their stockholders, but 
the only basis for these hopes is found in 
“large desires with most uncertain is- 
sues,”’ 

Geologically the Beaumont oil is inter- 
esting, as it is found in the pliocene 
Strata of the upper tertiary formation, 
whereas the oils previously developed 
are variously found between the upper 
cretaceous ahd the lower silurian. Its 
economic value is still a matter of un- 
certainty, with the probabilities in favor 
of the prediction that it Will be a long 
time before large and profitable uses 
will be found for it. Ht-dees not admit of 
profitable refining, for the reason that it 
compares less closely with Pennsylvania 
crude petroleum than with the residuum 
of the refining process after the naphtha 
and kerosene have been removed by diss 
tillation. It,is heavy with asphalt, giv- 
ing it a specific gravity of 0.91, against 
0.87 for ordinary petroleum. That it is 
very low in useful volatile constituents 
Warrants a doubt that it admits of prof- 
itable refining by any process. This 
gives additional interest to the fact thyt 
a company with a capital of two and a 
half millions has been formed to refine 
it. Three refineries are to be built. 
From the announcement it would appear 
that more is expected in the way of 
profit from asphalt for roadmaking and 
other purposes and from\the by-products 
of the operation than from naphtha and 
illuminating oil. a. none of the existing 
refineries would be likely to buy it in 
sufficient quantities to fake care of the 
output, it is necessary to the perpetua- 
tion of the boom to build refineries, 
whether it will pay to refine the oil or 
not. One quality of the Beaumont oil is 
that which so long retarded the profit- 
able utilization of the Lima oil.. It car- 
ries a great deal of*sulphur, which gives 
it the extremely unpleasant smell of sul- 
phuretted hydrogen. Not all the sulphur, 
however, is chemically combined. This 
detracts from its value as a fuel oijl by 
strictly limiting its field of utility. Pru- 
dent boiler owners would hesitate to em- 
ploy it in steam generation, even if 
cheaper than coal per unit of calorific 
efficiency—which petroleum has not been 
found to under conditions of normal 
competition with coal. An attempt is 
now being made to show that it is a ba- 
sis for a vast development of the steel 
industry in connection with the Bessemer 
ores of Liano County, but its value in 
this use is wholly conjectural. It is a 
safe prediction that it will be a great 
many years before capital has the cour- 
age to seek investment in steel making 
with Beaumont oi) as its fuel. 

As to the quantity of the oil in the plio- 
cene strata of this district it is enough 
to say that there appears to be a great 
Geal more than the world has use for at 
present. There are now seven wells

which admit of classification a§ gushers, 
although not all are gushing.’ The possi- 
ble output of the district is so great as to 
suggest the question, What is to be 
done with it? Storage and distribution 
present problems which are possibly sus- 
ceptible of solution when it is shown that 
a market can be found for the material; 
but tanks, pipe lines, barrels, and rail- 
roads are costly, and none. of them can 
be paid for in stock of wildcat compa- 
nies, and it has not yet been shown that 
uses exist for the oil or can be quickly 
created which will pay for barreling and 
transportation. Such uses may be found 
in time, but the companies which depend 
upon current sales to meet expenses and 
pay dividends may reasonably anticipate 
what the farmers call hard sledding for 
We have no wish 
to underrate the importance of this new- 
ly developed source of fuel against fut- 
ure needs. Quite possibly it may have an 
important influence upon the industrial 
development of the State of Texas—in 
area an empire in itself—but the imme- 
diate value of the discovery seems to 
have been. greatly overestimated, and it 
is not difficult to predict the finish of a 
majority of the companies which have 
capitalized the possible but by no means 
certain valuations of a century hence. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 

——Somebody recently criticised Gen. JOHN 
W. Foster, the ex-Secretary of State, be- 
cause, all through his ‘‘ Century of Ameri- 
can Diplomacy,” he treats ‘‘ United States ”’ 
as a singular noun instead of as a plural 
one. This has moved the General to inves- 
tigate that often mooted question with 
some care, and his conclusion is that, de- 
spite the wording of the Constitution, there 
is full justification for saying ‘‘ the United 
States is,”’ and not ‘“‘the United States 
are.’’ He admits that in the early days of 
the Republic, while the fact of its being 
an aggregation of sovereign States was 
still prominent in men’s minds, the plural 
usage was the common one, but it was not 
universal, even in the beginning, and at 
one point in the Constitution there is the 
phrase, *‘ controversies to which the United 
States shall be a party,”’ not “‘ shall be par- 
ties,”’ as strict consistency would require. 
Coming to precedents, Gen, FOSTER lists, 
among the statesmen who habitually em- 
ployed the singular form, HAMILTON, JEFr- 
FERSON, SEWARD, BLAINE, EDMUNDs, E. J. 
PHELPS, WEBSTER, BENTON, FISH, FRE- 
LINGHUYSEN, MOTLEY, REID, GRESHAM, 
SILAS WRIGHT, MARcy, EVARTS, BAYARD, 
Cc. F. ApDAMs, DEPEW, and OLNEY—cer- 
tainly a long and varied category. In the 
earlier Presidential messages the plural 
form prevails, but ANDREW JACKSON used 
the other, and his example, in this mat- 
ter at least, has been followed by his suc- 
cessors, and since LINCOLN all of them 
have invariably used the singular verb 
with ‘‘ United States.” And the General 
wants to know why, if we must write “ the 
United States are,’’ simply because the 
Constitution ha® it that way, we are not 
also obliged to write “‘chuse’’ instead of 
** choose,’’ and to retain other orthographi- 
cal peculiarities which appear in the pre- 
cious old document. This is hardly a fair 
question, since the use of ‘‘is” or ‘‘are”’ 
after ‘‘ United States ’’ involves something 
very different from mere spelling. Gen. 
FOsTER’s usage, however, is undoubtedly 
that of 999 out of 1,000 American citizens 
of the present day, and*’what more or 
higher warrant for it does he need than 
that, particularly as the facts and the 
fashion are in complete accord? 


——A correspondent of The Medical Rec- 
ord, obviously a doctor, though he cautious- 
ly conceals his identity behind the conven- 
tional signature of ‘X.,’’ declares that 
his professional brethren are in no small 
degree responsible for the deplorable suc- 
cess attained by ‘Christian Scientists ”’ 
and otheg quacks “of the same sort> The 
fact is, hé says, that the doctors have not 
been candid with the public, and what he 
means is that they have not been honest. 
They know, ‘ X.”’ explains, that they give 
treatment for a consideration in a vast 
number of cases that do not require any- 
thing more than the assurance that no 
treatment is needed. To quote from the let- 
ter: 


To the general practitioner come the host of 
the vaguely suffering; the people who don’t 
know how to liv2, and resent instruction: the 
functionally disturbed, the neurotics, and mala- 
des imaginaires. Experience and tradition have 
led them to expect medication from medical men. 
They get it, it fails, and they drift, perhaps 
bringing up at ‘' Christian Science "’ or one of its 
congeners, Persuaded to forget or ignore sen- 
sations, their shackles fall off, and they discover 
that they never needed medicines at all. Then 
one of three inferences is inevitable: Either the 
doctors knew the patient did not need drugs, in 
which cass it was fraud to prescribe and re- 
ceive money for them; or, they did not know it, 
and were ignoramuses; or, the special form of 
suggestion by which the patient has found re- 
lief is a.g t and precious discovery, a revela- 
tion, outside the ken of a bigoted medical pro- 
fession. 

All except the first of these conclusions 
“X.”’ rejects as false. Doctors are not 


‘ignoramuses, he says, and not only can 


they do with suggestion all that the “*‘ heal- 
ers’’ do with it, but they can do more, 
since they can proclaim, in proper cases, 
not only the uselessness of drugs, but also 
that of the expensive mummeries out of 
which the “healers”? make their money, 
“X.”’ riddles the arguments by which doc- 
tors justify the deception of hypochon- 
driacs, and pleads with them to be as bold 
as are the new charlatans in telling would- 
be clients that there is nothing the matter 
with them—not always, Of course, but when 
such is really the case, ‘‘ The results ob- 
tained,”’ he concludes, “‘ by systems of self- 
persuasion, so ingeniously adapted to the 
needs of the weak-kneed and unstable, may 
Well ‘cause us to examine our own methods 
carefully, to let no casuistry or veiled self- 
interest mislead us into virtual dishonesty, 
and to meet the public candidly and openly 
as the best means of silencirfg invidious 
comment upon medicine as now practiced,.”’

—-It is much to be regretted that Presi- 
dent Draz and President McCKINLEy did not 
meet when the latter was at El Paso, on 
the boundary line between the two repub- 
lies. The great Mexican statesman ex- 
pressed his sorrow in'most courteous terms 
for the disappointment of the expectations 
that had been raised, and there is no rea- 
son for doubting the sincerity of his ex- 
cuse for not making the journey to the 
frontier, but it is hard to repress the feel- 
ing that he rather overestimated the im- 
portance of the public business that re- 
tained him in his capital and rather under- 
estimated the good results to both countries 
that would have been likely to follow a per- 
sonal interview between himself and Presi- 
dent McKiInitey. Doubtless they would 
have used few besides the conventional 
phrases consecrated to such meetings, but 
the spectacle which they would have pre- 
sented when together might well have 
served to allay the vague suspicions against 
us and our ambitions which exist in the 
lands below the Rio Grande. Gen. Diaz is 
Mexico to a much greater extent than 
President McKInLEy is the United States, 
but President McKINLEy's representative 
character is still very appreciable, and a 
notable demonstration of friendliness be- 
tween the two would have been a suffi- 
cient answer to the many evil stories that 
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keep alive unnecessary jealousies and ani- 
mosities among our southern neighbors. 
President Driaz is too great and intelligent 
a man to share ignorant fears-of our in- 
tentions, and it therefore is certain that he 
would have gone to El Paso if he could, 
and yet the affairs of Mexico are not, so 
far as known, at any such critical stage as 
to make his temporary absence from the 
capital dangerous. He was seriously ill not 
long ago, however, and it may be that his 
recovery is not quite so complete as the 
official reports have declared and as is 
much to be desired, not only for the sake 
of Gen, Dtaz, but also for that of Mexico. 
Herein, possibly, lies the explanation of 
the myStery,

——Boston’s timidity, so well illustrated 
when a large number of its most prominent 
citizens fled to Canada to escape the 
Spanish warships, has just led to a meas- 
ure of precaution which has had the ef- 
fect, as measures of precaution occasion- 
ally do, of creating a greater danger than 
the one it was devised to ward off. The 
news which now thrills the city is that 
the citizens of Montreal are in a state of 
fierce indignation against it, and the Bos- 
tonian imagination stands aghast, as well 
it may, in contemplation of the possible 
consequences. The origin of the trouble 
was an innocent determination on the part 
of the First Prince of Wales Regiment, 
Montreal's militia organization, to visit 
the American Athens and thereby increase 
the available stock of international ac- 
quaintance and friendship. The members 
of the regiment wanted to come with all 
splendor, including that to be derived from 
well-kept arms, but they knew something 
about our laws and therefore wrote to 
Washington to find out if the rule against 
the presence of gun-bearing soldiers from 
beyond our boundaries couldn't, in the cir- 
cumstances, be suspended. The Federal 
authorities responded, ‘“‘ Why, cert’nly!”’ 
or words to that effect, and the First 
Prince of Wales Regiment hastened its 
preparations for a peaceful, but armed in- 
vasion. Then Boston turned pale, caught 
its breath, and cast about in desperate 
haste for protection from those dreadfu! 
guns. Somebody dug up an old State law, 
very beautifully molded, which forbade the 
entrance into Massachusetts of foreign’ mil- 
itary bodies bearing arms. The nature of 
the law was promptly telegraphed to Mon- 
treal, with something more than an inti- 
mation that, if the militiamen brought 
with them anything more alarming than 
dress-sult cases, Massachusetts, and es- 
pecially Boston, could not receive them, 
and wouldn't. A few rash individuals, 
doubtless recent importations from wild and 
woolly States like Connecticut and New 
York, tried to get the Legislature to re- 
peal the old law and let the Canadians 
bring such baggage as they chose, but the 
real Bostonians rallied and defeated the 
effort™ Now the Montreal dispatches say 
that city is terribly enraged, and nobody 
knows what will happen next. Boston 
knows that it is in peril, however, and this 
time refuge cannot be found in Canada, 
a fact which makes the situation simply 
frightful. 

A Nuisance on Open Cars. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

If the Board of Health has the power to 
stop the nuisances of spitting in our local 
cars, ferries, &c., has not this same board 
the power to stop a just as bad, if not a 
worse, nuisance, viz., the standing of pas- 
sengers between the seats of our open cars. 

No civilized community in the Old World 
would allow their citizens to be subjected 
to such a nuisance, and which on many 


occasions is being made use of, and has 
been often so made use of by male brutes 
to insult women passengers in positively 
most indecent manner. The only redress 
the women have is to get out of the car 
and take the one following, in which they 
might have the same experience. 

To my mind, there is hardly any subject 
more in need of ‘‘ reform’”’ and more fitted 
to be so-pushed by the various women's 
leagues and societies, than this nuisance, 
and I cannot comprehend why this matter 
has not been taken up and _ vigorously 
pushed by the women of New York City. 

Why do not some of the many ,women’s 
societies send a committee to the proper 
authorities and not let up till the Metro- 
politan Railroad Company is forced to give 
the necessary orders to their conductors 
not to allow any passengers to stand be- 
tween the seats and thus abate this nuis- 
ance?

We have shown ourselves, to 
those having eyes to see, to be guided 
by a renee unsurpassed in its grasp 
of the situation, in its clear and consistent 
policy, in its patient moderation, its firm- 
ness, its moral impulse.

At the Knickerbocker Theatre yesterday 
afternoon a performance was given at 
which were offered once more two dramat- 
ic pieces performed last at Wallack’s The- 
atre at a special matinée, on Oct. 26. These 
were Browning’s “‘In a Balcony” and W. 
B. Yeats's ‘‘ The Land of Heart’s Desire.” 
The former was enacted by the same actors 
as before, while in the allotment of parts 
in the latter there were changes. It may 
as well be admitted at once that’ the 
changes made no significant difference in 
the external effectiveness of the play, It is 
possible that the author had some sort of 
Maeterlinckian symbolism concealed on his 
premises when he wrote the drama, but it 
would require an audience of intellectual 
Sherlock Holmeses to discover its meaning. 

The Browning fragment is matter of an- 
other complexion. The author probably did 
not design it for stage performance, but 
for the enactment of a reader’s imagina- 
tion. Yet it is vital behind the footlights. 
It made a strong and real effect upon the 
audience of last October, when it was ex- 
cellently interpreted by Otis Skinner, Elea- 
nor Robson, and Mrs. Le Moyne, and with 
the same actors in the same roles it again 
touched the audience yesterday. It is, as 
we have said, a fragment, but it has dra- 
matic power and poetic beauty. Its influ- 
ence on the auditors was something to de- 
light those who look always for the ap- 
pearance of a higher taste in the theatre. 
It was said last October in the comment 
on these two plays that if the public wished 
art in the theatre, it could have it. Let 
this assertion be repeated. As long as there 
are actors who can interpret poetic drama 
as Mr. Skinner and Mrs. Le Moyne do, 
there is no need to lament the departure of 
elder times. All that is needed to make a 
permanent place for such actors and such 
acting on the local stage is a demand for 
them by the theatregoers. 

But with the sweet Summer almost upon 


us and the inanities of cheaply made bur- 
lesques filling auditoriums to their limits 
we must of necessity bid farewell to the 
poetic drama for a time. When we are 
suffering from our annual merry jests, let 
us recollect ‘‘ L’Aiglon’’ and ‘‘In a Bal- 
cony,’’ while we bless the names of Ros- 
tand and Browning.

EARL OF YARMOUTH’S SUIT. 


Titled Actor, Whose Stage Name Is 
Eric Hope, Claims $25,000 for 
Alleged Libel. 

An action for libel to recover $25,000 from 
The Daily Telegraph Company, which was 
brought by Charles Francis Seymour, Earl 
of Yarmouth, whose stage name is Eric 
Hope, is now on trial before Justice Leven- 
tritt, in the Supreme Court.

After denouncing the articles published 
the complaint of the Earl says: “ This 
plaintiff is by occupation an actor, and said 
publication caused this plaintiff great dam- 
age in his profession and brought this 
plaintiff into public scandal and rédicule 


in his said profession. That by reason of 
the premises, this plaintiff has sustained 
damage in the sum of $25,000. 

The answer of The Daily Telegraph Com- 
pany is an averment that its article was 
true; that the Earl was ‘in dire straits,’’ 
on or about Dec. 10, 1900; “that it was 
generally understood in the United States 
of America that Earls and other English 
noblemen without means had been fortu- 
nate by reason of their titles in marrying 
rich American heiresses, and that by reason 
ef the conduct said Earl, it was the 
general belief that he was in search of an 
heiress, and this defendant states that such 
was the fact."’ 

The answer then set forth: ‘“‘ This defend- 
ant further states that said Earl then was 
and still is shopworn and damaged in repu- 


tation.”’

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SCHOOL OF PEDAGOGY 
FACULTY IS RETIRED 


Resignations Accepted by the New 
York University Council. 


Committee of Investigation Finds No 
Other Remedy for Dissensions— 
Chancellor MacCracken’s Statement. 


The Council of the New York University, 
at its regular bimonthly meeting held yes- 
terday afternoon, accepted the resignations 
of the entire Faculty of the School of 
Pedagogy, consisting of six members, in- 
cluding the Dean. This was done on the 
recommendation of a committee appointed 
by the Council to investigate the trouble 
existing for over a year among the mem- 
bers of the Faculty, consisting of Dr. 
George Alexander, Henry Van _ Schaick, 
William A. Wheelock, Willis Fletcher John- 
gon, and Chancellor Henry M. MacCracken. 

The report of the committee was in part 
as follows: 

Your committee, with deep regret, and with 
full recognition of the learning and ability of 
the gentlemen concerned in this unhappy affair, 
recommend the adoption by the Council of the 
following resolution: 

Whereas, Dissensions have arisen in the Fa- 
culty of the School of Pedagogy which the best 
efforts of the representatives of the Council 
have failed to appease; and 

Whereas, The university cannot unreservedly 
espouse the cause of either party to the contro- 
versy, or find in the questions of policy involved 
a sufficient excuse for the antagonisms which 
now exist; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the Council accept the resigna- 
tions which are now presented of all the mem- 
bers of the Faculty. 

At all its meetings the committee has been 
favored with the presence of representatives of 
the Women’s Advisory Committee, who concur 
in the recommendations here presented. 

These are the names of the Faculty of 
the School of Pedagogy who are to be re- 
tired; Edward R. Shaw, Dean, Professor of 
the Institutes of Pedagogy; Samuel Weir, 
Professor of the History of Education and 
of Ethics; Edward Franklin Buchner, Pro- 
fessor of Analytical Psychology; Charles 
Hubbard Judd, Professor of Physiological 
and Experimental Psychology; Frederick 
Monteser, Professor of Comparative Study 
of National School Systems and of Sociol- 
ogy in Relation to Education, and Linnaeus 
Edford La Fétra, Lecturer on Physiological 
Pedagogies. 

When asked if he had any idea of the 
make-up of the new Faculty the Chan- 
cellor MacCracken said: 

“The committee was not prepared to-day 
to take that matter up, but it asked the 
corporation to give it power to arrange for 
a Faculty, and the corporation gave it the 
power to engage professors. 

“The council voted to hold an adjourned 
meeting on the first Monday in June. The 
resent Faculty will hold office until the 
ist of August, when our financial year 
ends.”* 

** Will any members of the present Fac- 
ulty be re-engaged?”’ 

“That is something I prefer not to ex- 
press an opinion on,” said the Chancellor. 

A great many communications were re- 
ceived by the council from present and 
former students asking that, if porate. 
the Faculty be retained, especially three 
members of it. These communications were 
referred to the committee. 

The council voted also to give the eight 
professors who give what is called a 
‘Graduates’ Law Course”’ regular sala- 
ries, instead of, as heretofore, paying them 


in part in fees.

A BOGUS MARRIAGE NOTICE. 


Poughkeepsie Man Had It Inserted in 
a New York Paper—Says It Was 


a “Good Joke.”

POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., May 6.—A New 
York paper Saturday morning contained 
the marriage notice of Paul MacCormac, a 
young millionaire of this city, and Miss 
Grace Clark of New Haven, Conn. The 
announcement was received with great sur- 
prise in this city, and to-day the young 
man makes the announcement that the 
matter was all a joke which he perpetrat- 
ed to get even with a local newspaper man. 

Several days ago there was a terrific

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ISSUE OF “COW BONDS” 


How the City Will Pay Owners of 
Condemned Animals. 


The Highest Bidder Will Get the Issue 
of $157.50, with Interest at 3 


Per Cent., in Gold. 


New York City has at last decided to 
issue ‘‘ cow bonds."’ Those not initiated into 
the intricacies of the city's finances will 
hardly understand the significance of this 
announcement, which was made for the 
first time in the history of the municipali- 
ty yesterday at a meeting of the Board of 
Estimate. 

Every detail of the ‘‘cow bond” issue 
has been arranged as carefully as the 
floating of the so-called Billion-Dollar Steel 
Trust. J. Pierpont Morgan never kept the 
secret of a momentous financial deal more 
“under cover.”’ 

“Oh, to think that seven consumptive 
Harlem cows may swing the bond market 
of New York!" said an official of the 
Board of Estimate yesterday. ‘Just to 
think of reading every morning, ‘cow 
bonds opened weak yesterday morning!’ 
Then to see extras in big letters, ‘Cow 
bonds have been boosted out of sight. Wild 
scenes on the Exchange. A bear clique at- 
tacked the issue of New York’s. bovine 
bonds.’ ”’ 

Through the comment caused by the ac- 
tion of the Board of Estimate in deciding 
to issue ‘‘cow bonds" a New YorK TIMES 


reporter managed to obtain a few facts 
from ihe secretive officials who are ar- 
ranging to. float the issue. 

Mayor Van Wyck refused to be 
viewed. Controller Coler, while averse 
talking for publication, said: 

“ Yes, it is true. New York will in a few 
weeks have the first issue of cow bonds on 
the market. I don’t care to talk much 
about the matter.” 

Then a search was made in the ¢ity de- 
artments. Among the records of the meet- 
ng of the Board of Estimate was one of 
those wordy resolutions filled with “ re- 
solves”’ and ‘ whereases,’’ and directing 
the Controller to sell to the highest bidder 
bonds or ‘corporate stock of the City of 
New York.” 

In 1896, 1897, and 1898 seven cows, which 
oe the grass-clad hills of Harlem and 
the Bronx became so loaded with the germs 
of tuberculosis that the Health Department 
officials ordered that they should be killed. 

The owners made heavy claims for dam- 
ages. After a year of negotiations no set- 
tlement was reached. Then the State ma- 
chine was set in motion. The result was 
that in the Legislature of 1899 it was decid- 
ed to compel the City of New York to pay 
for all cows which the health officials de- 
stroyed which were suffering with tubercu- 
losis during the three previous years. The 
bill duly became law. 

Several months afterward Fleet Bryant 
and William Lechthaler presented claims 
under the law. The matter was first re- 
ferred to Corporation Counsel Whalen, wno 
decided that the ‘‘cow law” was constitu- 
tional. Then the matter was sent to Con- 
troller Coler. He assigned Chief Engineer 
McLean of his department to investigate. 
Engineer McLean found that the cows 
were killed, and that under the law the city 
would have to pay the damages. 

Engineer McLean’s report was made to 
Controller Coler, and then the peculiar 
fact was discovered that New York City 
did not have one dollar available to pay 
for the cows. The law did not provide how 
funds should be raised, and after several 
months of official consideration, during 
which deep thought was given to the ques- 
tion, it was decided that the only way to 
carry out the law was for the city to float 

““cow bonds.” 

This report was made to the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment yesterday. It 
was unanimously adopted. The news of the 
‘“‘cow bond ”’ issue soon spread through the 
City Hal). 

Alderman Muh, Chairman of the Finance 
Committee of the Board of Aldermen, said: 
“IT am going to vote to ‘hold up’ the 
cow bonds. I understand that one of the 
cows was a Harlem goat. That would 
make the bond issue illegal.’’ 

A New YorK TiIMEs reporter informed 
Controller Coler of the proposed “ hold 
up,’ and he said: 

‘They can’t. The issue of those bonds is 
made mandatory by the Legislature. The 
Municipal Assembly will have to issue 
them. Have I heard of a syndicate being 
formed to buy the bonds? here has been 
some talk around the City Hall.” 
Controller Coler laughed and continued: 
‘“T understand that an attempt will be 
made to keep Mr. Morgan out of this 

‘deal,’ ”’ 

Now this issue of ‘‘ cow bonds ”’ will have 
to take the regular course. In the Municipal 

Council the matter will be referred to the 
Finance Committee for investigation. After 
report and passage, the resolution authoriz- 
ing the bond issue will go to the Board of 
Aldermen. Then it will go to Mayor Van 
Wyck, and when his signature is attached 
Controller Coler will have complete control 
of the first sale of ‘‘ cow bonds.” 

‘** What interest will they draw?”’

“The issue will be on a 3 per. cent. basis, 
interest payable in gold. The Sinking Fund 
Commissioners will want the bonds, but the

THE REV. H. BLUMENSAAT DEAD. 


Stricken with Pneumonia While at Mass 
—For Ten Years Chaplain to Sick 


on Blackwell’s Island. 


The Rev. Hermann Blumensaat, 8. J., for 
the last ten years Chaplain to the sick in 
city institutions on Blackwell's Island, died 
of pneumonia in St. Vincent's Hospital, 
Sunday morning at 5 o'clock.

Actor Succumbs to Blood Poisoning, the 
Result of a Lamp Explosion. 


John D. Germon, the actor, who was in- 
jured while playing a small part in a re- 
vival of “Held by the. Enemy,” in the 
American Theatre Stock Company, last 
January, diéd at Roosevelt Hospital yes- 
terday morning ef blood poisoning. It was 
during the second act of the play that the 
accident occurred, while Germon was car- 
rying a magnesia lamp, which exploded. A 
small plece of the brass tubing entered his 
right foot and septicemia developed, ulti- 
mately causing his death. At one period. 
of Germon’s illness it was thought by the 
hospital physician that his life might be 
Saved by the amputation of the foot, but 
so rapid was the spread of the poison that 
it reached his stomach before anythin 
could be co ? 7 

Germon was well known among the thea- 
@fical profession of this country. He 
reached the position he held from that of 
a callboy. or eight generations his rela- 
tives have been identified with the thea- 
trical profession. His first part was at 
the opening of the Chestnut Street Thea- 
tre, in. Philadelphia. His father, Green- 
berry Carr Germon, was the original Uncle 
Tom when the play was first produced. 
His mother was Mrs. Jane Germon, who 
at the age of seventy-nine years has re- 
cently retired from the stage. His wife, 
Milne Germon, until a short time ago 
played character parts. Some years ago 
the deceased was the manager of his own 
company, in which his daughter Mary was 
the star. His sister Nellie, also well known 
in the profession, has retired, and another 
sister is at present playing a leading réle 
in one of Julius Cahn’s “ Because She 
Loved Him So” companies. Mr. Germon 
was a second cousin of Joseph Jefferson. 
He was exty ore years old, and was born 
in Palmyra, Mo. The funeral will take place 
to-morrow morning from Merritt’s under- 
taking parlors, Eighth Avenue and Nine- 
teenth Street. The interment will be in 
the actors’ plot in Evergreens Cemetery.

TITLE TO PROPERTY NOT CLEAR.

FOREIGNERS WAKING UP. 


Demonstrations of foreign interest in 
the American security market was fur- 
nished by quotations from London yes- 
terday morning. Following the depres- 
sion at the end of last week, and in view 
of the heavy sales that then came from 
London, that market was not expected 
to show much animation; but the unex- 
pected happened. Early London prices 
yesterday were strong, and at the close 
there some notable advances were scored 
over the parity of New York's Saturday 
finals. St. Paul was up Northern 
Pacific 9%, United States Steel 1%, 
Louisville and Nashville 5%, and Union 
Pacific 1. Other American stocks were 
very firm. It was reported by cable that 
American stocks were “the feature”’ in 
the London market, home issues being 
neglected—and after their official close 
curb trading continued on a large scale. 

There can be no doubt that the atten- 
tion of capitalists all over the world is 
concentrated on New York. It is not 
merely that a rise has taken place, but 
that it is firmly held. Had it been mere- 
ly speculative it would have been ephe- 
meral; its continuity is in itself proof of 
solid foundation, and its behavior under 
reaction confirms this view. It is not 
cause for surprise that there should be a 
growing demand abroad for American in- 
vestments, for prosperity attracts capi- 
tal, and the fact that prosperity in Eu- 
rope has seemed on the wane drives cap- 
ital here in search of profit. 

If it should appear that foreign skepti- 
cism of the duration of our advance is 
dying out foreign buying must become 
an increasing and important element in 
our market—and as much for investment 
as for speculation.

Wall Street heard yesterday of the entry 
of James J. Hill into Canadian Pacific. It 
was said—and authorities for the state- 
ment were of consequence sufficient to 
command confidence—that Mr. Hill has 
lately acquired through purchases in Eu- 
rope such a substantial interest in Cana- 
dian Pacific Railroad's capital stock as 
would give him influential if not controlling 
influence in the company's affairs. An ex- 


ceptionally large block of Canadian Pacific 
stock is said to have been bought by repre- 
sentatives of Mr. Hill in Berlin. Canadian 
Pacific under Mr. Hill's management would 
mean, of course, alliance, if not absolute 
merger, with Great Northern, Northern 
Pacific, and Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy properties, and would assure last- 
ing peace in Northwestern railway terri- 
tory. Incidental to the Canadian Pacific 
deal, the Duluth, South Shore and Atlantic 
Railway (now controlled by Canadian Pa- 
cific) will, it is stated, become an indepen- 
dent property, profiting by the intermedi- 
ate traffic which the Great Northern, 
Northern Pacific, and Canadian Pacific can 
throw to it.

PRISONER HIS OWNLAWYER 


Stoddard Defends Himself for 
Crime Committed in the Tombs. 


ComMPANY.

Convicted, He Confesses and Makes 
Full Restitution—Forged His Way 
Out of Penitentiary. 


Fighting gamely for his liberty, until pro- 
nounced guilty of grand larceny, J. Edwin 
Stoddard, forger, blackmailer, and ex-con- 
vict, whose aliases are legion, declined the 
assignment of counsel before Recorder Goff 
yesterday, conducted his own defense, 
summed up eloquently, took his conviction 
defiantly, and then under the kind words of 
the Court broke down completely, admitted 
his guilt, and on the spot made full restitu- 
tion to his victim. 

Stoddard’s notorious career is known to 
the police of a dozen States. He confessed 
yesterday to imprisonment in Tennessec, 
where he obtained a pardon by forging let- 
ters to Gov. Buchanan; in New Jersey, in 
Pennsylvania, in Ohio, Illinois, and Massa- 
chusetts. Never before had he gotten into 
the law's clutches in this State, he as- 


serted. 

Stoddard was indicted as Paul D. Hart for 
attempting to blackmail Commodore Ea- 
ward Weston. While in jail he pretended 
te be the husband of a Mrs. J. A. Currie of 
Tcrento. She ‘sent him $400. On the 
charge of obtaining this money he was 
tried ‘yesterday. When arraigned Recorder 
Goff asked Hart if he wished counsel as- 
signed him. He replied that he believed he 
could uphold the dignity of the court if he 
defended himself. He asked, however, that 
some advisory counsel be assigned him, as 
he knew no law. Counselor Morris Frank 
was assigned. Hart cross-examined all 
witnesses in a creditable manner. His legal 
ol jections, prompted by his counsel, were 
sustained in many instances. 

Mrs. Currie on the witness stand told of 
the receipt of the letter asking for $400. 
She said she never saw Hart before. Mr. 
Currie testified similarly. Lawyer Sayle 
told of mailing letters for Orlando J. Hack- 
ett, Hart’s cell mate, and of giving the $400 
to Hart. He received $50, which Be turned 
over to the District Attorney after his ar- 
rest. and $20 went to Hackett. When 
searched Hart had on his person $365. 
Thirty-three dollars of this, it transpired 
during the trial, was his own. 

Handwriting Expert Kinsley swore that 
the letter to Mrs. Currie and an admitted 
letter of Hart’s to Warden Hagan of the 
Tombs were similar. Hart objected to this 
testimony after it had been given. 

‘You are too late,’ said the Recorder. 
“You should have objected before it was 
given.’’ Hart had no witnesses on his own 
behalf. 

Assistant District Attorney Cowan, pros- 
ecvting, did not occupy much time in sum- 
ming up.
